B.C. Pen prisoners 
starting cell sit-in 


NEW WESTMLNSTER (CPi 
The Prisoners’ Union Com¬ 
mittee said Tuesday that a 
two-day work stoppage by 
prisoners at the B.C. Peniten¬ 
tiary here would begin at 
midnight, when the prisoners 
are locked in their cells any¬ 
way. 

The PUC. which claims to 
represent 300 prisoners, said 
tlie work stoppage would be a 
non-violent action and securi¬ 
ty staff was asked to co¬ 
operate “by maintaining the 
non-violent at mosphere.’’ 

I II said the demands of the 
prisoners included recognition 


of the prisoners’ union, tlie 
right to hold meetings and 
democratic, secret ballot elec¬ 
tions, and the right to bargain 
collectively with the solicitor- 
general’s department to im¬ 
prove working and living con¬ 
ditions in the institution.

The \ committee said the

Wake hazardous? 


Canada braced for suit 
over sale to Argentina 


OTTAWA (UPI) — Canada could have a law¬ 
suit on its hands if Ai*gentina rejects Canadian 
attempts to impose unilaterally new safety terms on a 
signed contract for delivery of a Candu nuclear 
reactor. 

'A 

Energy Minister Donald Macdonald said in an 
interview Tuesday that Argentina was “upset” by the 
new Canadian demands. He said, however, that Canada 
would not honor the contract even though he realized 
it could lay this country open to a damage suit. 


The $300 million Candu sale 
is to be part of a $700 million 
project at Cordoba for which 
Italy is providing the non¬ 
nuclear generator and elec¬ 
trical distribution equipment. 

Macdonald said that if it 
proved impossible to get Ar¬ 
gentine approval of the new 
safeguards — designed to pre¬ 
vent Candu w'aste products 
from being used to produce 
atomic weapons — the Candu 
would not be shipped. In that 
case, the project "probably 
will be a white elephant and a 
lawsuit," he said. 

"There is always the possi¬ 
bility that we would be found 
in default of contract and li¬ 
able for damages.” 

The contract with Argentina 
as originally signed in 1973 
provided for only one safe¬ 
guard: inspection by the In¬ 
ternational Atomic Energy As- 
socation. The IAEA inspec¬ 
tion failed to prevent Canadi¬ 
an equipment being used in 
the 1974 explosion of a nuclear 
device by India. 

Macdonald said, "Unilater¬ 
ally we came back and said 
that as a result of the Indian 
test we have to renegotiate 
new safeguards.” 


Macdonald said Canada was 
insisting on new safeguards 
partially because of "political 
events” in Argentina. 

The safeguards stipulate 
that spent Candu reactor fuel, 
from which plutonium could 
be extracted, not be re¬ 
processed or transferred out 
of Argentina without Canadi¬ 
an approval and supervision. 

Asked whether Argentina 
might reject these conditions, 
Macdonald said, "I think that 
is a possibility, and in that 
particular case, if they don’t 
like the proposed safeguards, 
the project will not go 
ahead." 

"I think it is fair to say we 
have not arranged final 
terms ... I can t say if tlie 
negotiations will be completed 
or not. 

"I think they are a little 
upset and wonder where Ca¬ 
nadian demands come to an 
end.” 

Asked whether the Argen¬ 
tine refusal to accept the new 
conditions did not indicate in¬ 
tent to reprocess Candu fuel 
to produce a bomb, Mac¬ 
donald said, "They may just 
object to having these negoti¬ 
ations imposed unilaterally.” 


Opposition leaves 
arrest-reduced 
India parliament 


NEW DELHI (API Op¬ 
position legislators walked out 
of tlie upper house of tlie In¬ 
dian Parliament Tuesday 
after it overwhelmingly ap¬ 
proved Prime Minister Indira 
Gandhi’s emergency powers. 

"We are satisfied that no 
useful purpose will be served 
by our taking part in the fur¬ 
ther proceedings of this ses¬ 
sion of Parliament, for it is 
clearly in no position to dis¬ 
charge the functions of a free 
and democratic Parliament.” 
Socialist^ Leader N. G. Goray 
announced. 

When he finished reading 
his statement on behalf of all 
political parties except the go¬ 
verning Congress and its 
Communist supporters, the 
opixisition left the chamber, 
protesting Mrs. Gandhi’s 
arrests of their leaders and 
imposition of news cen¬ 
sorship. Thirty-two members 
left the upper house. 

The walkout, which herald¬ 
ed an opposition boycott of 
the remaining days of this 
week's Parliament session, 
means that thp 240-member 
upj>er house will be left with

OTTAWA (C’P) — Finance 
Minister Turner has brought a 
libel suit against the CBC 
over references to him car¬ 
ried in news broadcasts last 
.March. In a statement of 
claim filed .Monday in Ontario 
Supreme Court Jkirner seeks 
damages plus4<gal costs. 

Libellous statements are al¬ 
leged to have been made in 
news broadcasts that dealt 
with claims of attempted bid¬ 
fixing for a tender to ruise a 


sunken barge off Prlnee Ed¬ 
ward Island in 1970. 

Tlie broadcasts discussed 
possible links between the 
P.E.I. proposal and the Ha¬ 
milton harbor dredging scan¬ 
dal. 

Turner’s statement of claim 
says the CBC implied that he 
was corrupt, guilty of bribery, 
misused and abused his office 
as a cabinet minister and was 
a party to a criminal conspir¬ 
acy . 

No date has been set tor 
bearing the case.

WINNIPEG iCP) Indian 
Affairs Minister Judd Buchan¬ 
an threatened legal action 
Tuesday to halt Manitoba Hy¬ 
dro’s Nelson River project 
unless the provincial govern¬ 
ment produces more informa¬ 
tion about the project within 
two weeks. 

At a news conference here, 
the minister said there was a 
"distinct fossibility” of the 
federal government seeking 
an injunction to stop work on 
tlie project if the information 
requested was n >t available 
by Aug. 6. 

Buchanan mel with Pre¬ 
mier Ed Sehreyer earlier 
Tuesday and said the premier 
had agreed to supply details 
of flooding expected from the 
giant power project and the 
government’s compensation 
plans for northern residents. 

However, tlie minister said 
his department was fed up 
with delays in obtaining infor¬ 
mation from the Manitoba 
government. He said he told 
the prerpier that court acti >n 
could lie launched if the Aug. 
6 deadline was not met. 

The 53-billion hydro-electric 
project involves the diversion 
of part of the waters of the 
Churchill River to help drive 
turbines in jtower stations 
being built along the lower 
Nelson River. 

The project is a joint fe¬ 
deral-provincial undertaking, 
and its major components are 
nearing completion. The two 
governments have also co¬ 
operated in an extensive 
study of the environmental 
impacts of the plan. 

Much of the recent criticism 
of the project has centred on 
flooding expected at the Nel¬ 
son House Indian reserve 400 
miles north <>f Winnipeg and 
at other Indian communities 
along the diversion route. 

The provincial government 
has promised comt>ensation 
for damages caused by the 
project, but has refused to re¬ 


cognize a group known as the 
Northern Flood Committee as 
the sole bargaining agent for 
northern residents. 

The federal government has 
supported the efforts of tlie 
flood committee. 

Later in the day, Sclireyer 
made public copies of a tele¬ 
gram and correspondence on 
the subject sent Tuesday to 
Prime Minister Trudeau out¬ 
lining steps the Manitoba gov¬ 
ernment had taken to protect 
native interests. 


In the telegram, the pre¬ 
mier said he was “astounded” 
that Buchanan had threatened 
legal action after what 
Sehreyer described as a 
“rather worthwhile meeting" 
with the federal minister. 

The premier said the corre- 
s|H>ndenee sent with the tele¬ 
gram to the prime minister 
"makes it clear we have un¬ 
dertaken all along to provide 
compensation for tangible 
losses" to those adversely af¬ 
fected by the project. 


Prisoners aiding 
oil spill cleanup 


KEY WEST. Fla (UPI) - 
Volunteers and prison in¬ 
mates .joined scores of U.S. 
Coast Guardsmen Tuesday in 
trying to mop up a massive 
oil slick that washed n i” 
the Florida Keys from a 
tanker that apparently dump¬ 
ed die sticky sludge delilier- 
ately. 

Florida has the toughest oil 
spill damage law in the na¬ 
tion, and coast guard inves¬ 
tigators said they hoped to 
find the ship responsible by 
tracing oil samples. Failure to 
report and contain an oil spill 
is a felony under Florida law, 
and in punishable by fines of 
up to $50,000 a day. 

About 20,000 gallons of shiny 
black goo already has drifted 


ashore and the coast guard 
said two more concentrations 
of the oil were expected to hit 
the shoreline later. The coast 
guard said die tanker ap¬ 
parently dumped the oil in 
flushing its tanks. 

The "major spill" dumped 
84,000 to 126,000 gallons into 
the water and was carried to¬ 
ward a 25-mile stretch of 
Florida keys beaches and 
patches of mangrove from 
Boca Chica Key north to Big 
Pine Key. 

The coast guard said die 
spill probably occurred Fri¬ 
day night in the Florida 
Straits, and investigators 
were tracking down ships 
known to be in that area at 
dial time.

Marguerite gets a ticket 


The Princess Marguerite, 
grand old girl of the Strait of 
Juan de Fuca, has been given 
a traffic ticket. 

r After receiving a number of 
complaints, the United States 
Coast Guard c utter Point Ben¬ 
nett recently observed the 
Marguerite venturing outside 
the Puget Sound vessel traffic 
system off Marrows tone 
Point. 

Chief Donald Lefrancis, 
commanding officer of the 
Point Bennett, said the ship 
was about 500 yards outside 


the traffic lane and about die 
same distance from the point. 

He said the Marguerite 
passed 75 to 200 yards from 
four fishing vessels, and did 
not appear to reduce speed. 
He estimated die ship's wake 
left waves of three to four 
feet. 

The Marguerite was cited 
for possible violation of die 
vessel traffic lane system and 
with creating a hazardous sit¬ 
uation with her wake by 
failing to reduce speed. 

Capt. S. S. Beckwith of the 


coast guard district office in 
Seattle said Tuesday he was 
asking the B.C. government, 
owner of the Marguerite, for 
its side in the issue. 

He said he wx>uld not pre¬ 
judge the ship’s actions, but 
added that he suspected the 
ship, running on a tight sched¬ 
ule. was cutting corners to 
save time. He said such ac¬ 
tion was permissible, as long 
as advance notice was given 
the coast guard, and permis¬ 
sion granted in return. 


The Marguerite could he 
fined as much as $10,000 fo£ 
wandering from the traffic 
lane, but Beckwith said it was 
seldom that the maximum 
fine was imposed. 

Harry Tyson, B.C. Steam¬ 
ship Co. general manager, 
said in Victoria Tuesday night 
he had heard nothing of the 
incident, and would be mak¬ 
ing inquiries. 

The province purchased the 
Marguerite in April from Ca¬ 
nadian Pacific.

HOUSTON <UPIi Three 
orbiting Apollo astronauts, 
homesick for hot showers and 
home cooked food, finished 
the toughest space science 
chores of their mission Tues¬ 
day with an electronic look at 
an invisible star that excited 
scientists on earth. 

Thomas Stafford, Vance 
Brand and Donald Slayton 


also got orders from Houston 
to cleam up their high flying 
home and prepare for the 
first mews conference ever 
with earthbound reporters di¬ 
rectly quizzing men in space. 

The half-hour news, confer¬ 
ence was scheduled for 8:30 
a.m. EDT today with color 
television cameras in Apollo 
showing the astronauts and 


cameras on earth showing re¬ 
porters asking questions from 
the Houston space centre au¬ 
ditorium. The astronauts ask¬ 
ed Houston to awaken them a 
half hour early so they could 
shave. 

Apollo's historic journey — 
the first international voyage 
through space, and the last

TIIF. WRITE BRIGADE lias been in full 
fury of late, many of them decrying the 
Hunter stand on bilingualism in our Domin¬ 
ion of Canada.

Most recent voice to be heard is that of 
Archie Duffie of St. Lambert. Quebec. 

“My brother John Duffie, who lives in 
Victoria, sent me your column of June 26, 
about Quebec, or what is laughingly de¬ 
scribed as ‘La Belle Province.’ 

“IT HURT TO READ what you said, 
because it it true. We. the ‘maudils Ang- 
laises’ are getting a hosing for something our 
ancestor did hundreds of years ago and for 
the crime of bringing this country into being 
and keeping it going. 

“The separatists, wallowing in self-pity, 
petty chauvinism and the kind of racist 
thinking that should have died with Hitler, 
call themselves ‘the white niggers of 
Quebec.’ It never seems to occur to them 
that they have placed us, the offensive 
Anglos, in this position exactly. 

“I’d like to add to your list of cases in 
point, something I saw last weekend on a 
stretch of highway under repair. 

“THEY HAD PLACED two big signs. 15 
by 25 feet in size, along the road warning 
that it was a blasting area and giving details 
of the whistle signals what would precede a 
blast ALL LV FRENCH* 

“This was in the largely English-speak¬ 
ing West Island area of Montreal on one of 
the main throughways to the Ontario border 
and much used by tourists from New York 
State. 

“It appears that as far as the Quebec 
authorities sire concerned, English-speaking 
Canadians, Americans and other visitors can 
get blown to hell and who gives a damn. 

“MAYBE IT IS TIME for Ottawa to help 
those of us who would like to move out but 
who are handicapped by lack of money, old 
age or other considerations. We do it with 
much flag-waving and saluting for African 
and Asian nations and we must lie pretty 
good at it by now. 

“On the other hand, we must be fair. 

“A few weeks ago, Mr. Rene Levesque 
outlined the demands of a neo-separatist Que- 
„bec. He said the Quebec nation, if it was to 
stay in Canada, must, have control of its 
transijortation, communications, foregin 


trade and banking systems, now controlled 
from Ottawa. 

“You will note Mr. Levesque did not ask 
for Quebec control of its national defence. He 
is content to let the rest of Canada defend 
Quebec. You'll have to admit that’s big of 
him.” 

I THANK Archie Duffie for his letter and 
would point out another demand not made by 
Levesque—control of Quebec’s income tax. 
The reason is not hard to fathom — Quebec 
receives more from the rest of Canada than 
it puts in. 

Incidentally, Statistics Canada recently 
released figures on the English-French lan¬ 
guage makeup of Canada. The total figures 
show F that 67 per cent of Canadians use En¬ 
glish as the language most often spoken at 
home, while 25.7 per cent use French pre¬ 
dominately.

IN QUEBEC, 80.8 per cent French, 14.7 
per cent English and 1.8 per cent Italian. 

New Brunswick was the next highest 
French-speaking province with 31.4 per cent 
to the 67.9 per cent English. Ontario checks 
in with 85.1 per cent English, 4.6 per cent 
French, 3.8 per cent Italian and 1.1 per cent 
German. 

In the West it went like this. Manitoba 
English 82.6 per cent, French and German 
tied for second place with four per cent. 
Saskatchewas added up to 89.8 per cent En¬ 
glish, Ukranian-2.7 per cent, native Indian 2.4 
per cent, German 1.9 per cent and French, 
1.7 per cent. Alberta has 90.8 per cent Eng¬ 
lish and 1.4 per cent French. An unofficial 
statistic had Texas and Oklahoma drawl in 
at five per cent.

Half a world away two Sovi¬ 
et cosmonauts, who flew 
linked in space with the Apol¬ 
lo crew last week and re¬ 
turned to earth Monday, 
ended their first post-flight 
oral debriefings at Russia’s 
Baikonur cosmodrome and 
prepared to fly home. 

Soviet officials at the Hous¬ 
ton space centre said Alexei 
Leonov and Valeri Kubasov 
were scheduled to take off at 
5 a.m. EDT for the Star City 
cosmonaut complex near Mos¬ 
cow, 1,250 miles to the 
northwest, where a gala air¬ 
port reception was planned. 

Apollo, orbiting 132 to 139 
miles above the earth, was 
not alone in space. 

Soviet cosmonauts Pyotr 
Klimuk and Vitaly Sevas- 
tiyanov aboard Russia's Sa- 
lyut 4 spaceiab, circling the 
globe 208 to 225 miles up, also 
were packing to come home 
— perhaps to a televised land¬ 
ing within a few days. They 
have spen two months in 
space. 

Soyuz, Salyut and Apollo all 
carried experiments to probe 
the secrets of the universe 
and see how cosmic condi¬ 
tions might affect future 
space travelers. 

In one experiment late 
Tuesday, Stafford and Brand 
put on blinders for two hours 
in Apollo’s darkened cabin 
and counted the “star 
bursts.” “blasts” and “long 
steaks’’ of light inside their 
eyes. 

The astonauts reported a 
flurry of flashes as their craft 
passed over the south Atlan¬ 
tic. Scientists, trying to dis¬ 
cover if the flashes are 
caused by cosmic rays that 
could kill living cells, had the 
astronauts count actual radia¬ 
tion with detectors as they 
looked for the flashes.

By G. C. THOSTESO.V, MD 
Dear Doctor: I am In my 
early 60s and enjoying good 
health, with one possible ex¬ 
ception. During the past 
winter I began taking a high- 
potency vitamin-mineral tab¬ 
let advertised for senior citi¬ 
zens. T notice that my urine 
nmv is a dark golden color, 
which changes to dear when 1 
stop taking the tablet. 

Should I discontinue taking 
it. or should I have my kid¬ 
neys checked for possible 
malfunctioning? R.A.G.

The dark, golden color 
could be due to the tablet. If 
so, it is not harmful, but it is 


wasteful. The appearance in 
your urine indicates the body 
is not utilizing all the vi¬ 
tamin. especially riboflavin 
so it is excreting it the only 
way it can. 

Check the label for the 
various proportions and get 
preparation with tablets of 
less potency. The dark golden 
color probably does not, in 
this case, indicate kidney 
malfunction; but if it oc¬ 
curred without the taking of 
the tablets, it could indicate 
some disorder.

Mrs. Gandhi alsb indicated 
the country would never again 
have its former free-wheeling 
style of democracy, even if 
the emergency was lifted. 

“There can be no return to 
the pre-emergency days of 
total licence and political per¬ 
missiveness.” she said.

Brazil coffee damaged 


ItIO UK JANEIRO (UPII - 
Severe frost damage to at 
least TO per cent of Brazil's 
1973 coffee crop raised the 
prospect Tuesday of higher 
coffee prices for consumers 
next year. 

The frost could severely re- 
stmt the world coffee supply 
in 1977 as well as next year, 
driv ing prices 'higher. But it 


was uncertain whether cur¬ 
rent prices would be affected. 

In Rio de Janeiro, the Bra¬ 
zilian Coffee Institute estimat¬ 
ed crop damage at 70 per cent 
v but susjiended all exports 
until an exact determination 
could be made. 

Prices on the london coffee 
market soared early in the 
day and then closed lower. 
Sources in the world's biggest 


coffee exchange said the 
worst Brazilian frost in 50 
years could boost the cost of 
coffee at the consumer level 
by 40 per cent or more in 
1976. 

Brazil, the largest producer 
of coffee, supplies about one- 
third of the world’s total out¬ 
put and 60 per cent of all U.S. 
coffee imports. It normally 
produces about 25 million

bags ol coffee annually.^ Co¬ 
lombia. the second largest 
producer, raises between nine 
and ten million bags each 
year. 

"Because of the seriousness 
of the frost, Brazil now' is ex¬ 
pected to produce only 1 2 or 
13 million bags of coffee next 
year,” said a s|jokesman for a 
major U.S. coffee firm with 
interests in that country.

LONDON (UPIi Prime 
Minister Harold Wilson won 
an overwhelming parliamen¬ 
tary vote Tuesday endorsing 
his Labor government’s bid to 
slash inflation by putting a 
$13.80-awveek ceiling on pay 
increases in the next 12 
months. 

But he did so only at the 
cost of a big revolt by left- 
wing labor party lawmakers 
and a threat by Employment 
Secretary Michjael Foot, him¬ 
self- a leftwinger, to quit. 

The vote at the end of a 
two-day Commons debate was 
262-54. 

But the whole Conservative 


opiKisition abstained and 34 
1 e f t w i n g Labor party 
members of Parliament de¬ 
fied Wilson and voted against 
the anti-inflation package. 

Foote said he and other left¬ 
wingers strongly disapproved 
of government plans to back 
up the pay curbs with legally 
enforceable measures if nec¬ 
essary. 

"If tho government is 
forced to bring such measures 
in,” he said, “it would be dif¬ 
ficult for me to stay on. I 
would be the wrong man to 
have to enforce such mea¬ 
sures.”

al natives’ right to govern,! 
themselves and rule on a 
claim to 450,000 square miles j 
in the MacKenzie district. 

Natives outnumber whites j 
42.000 to 12,000 in 'the N.W.T. 
and have a majority on the i 
territorial council. 

The issue of who could 
claim citizenship in the Dene 
nation caused conflict among 
the 300 delegates to the as¬ 
sembly, with the dispute pri- 
m a r i 1 y between younger 
spokesmen and older, more 
conservative leaders. 

Usually-traditional band 
chiefs, ied by Alexis Arrow- 
maker of Fort Rae and 
George Kordakin of Fort 
Franklin, said they were un¬ 
certain of what citizenship 
guidelines should apply and 
argued that the assembly was 
moving too quickly.

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Permissiveness problem 


T HE SUMMER FUN FESTIVAL at Nanaimo 
turned sour this year although the novel bath¬ 
tub-boat race on which it is centred ran its usual 
successful course. There was a big entry of the odd¬ 
looking little water-bobbers for the 30-mile run to 
Vancouver, and there were thousands on shore 
who enjoyed the spectacle of the frenzied start. 
There were no mishaps of serious consequence with 
good weather and waves that were easier-going 
than they might have been. 

The good show of the day had more than an 
edge taken off by the happenings of the night 
before when Nanaimo was set back in its attempt 
to outgrow a reputation of rowdyism of long stand¬ 
ing. 

It was more than over-exuberance in the car¬ 
nival spirit of the bathtub festival. It was a mob- 
scene of unruliness that came close to becoming a 
blood-riot. 

It was ugly and mean with window-smashing 
and looting that got out of hand to the point where 
serious injury, and even loss of life, was threaten¬ 
ing. 

Police were' able to restore order eventually al¬ 
though their appearance in numbers had little ef¬ 
fect at the outstart when time after time their au¬ 


thority was challenged. It was only after they 
started arresting some of the combatants that the 
mob started to disperse and the scene simmered 
down. 

Mayor Frank Ney lays the blame on today’s 
permissiveness, and, in his decision to carry on 
with the “bathtub festival” in future years, points 
to the troubles that go with such other events as 
the annual Grey Cup national football cham¬ 
pionship game. 

“. . . There is great enthusiasm for this event 
and it is the same with many others . . . where the 
celebration reaches a crescendo and pepple become 
uninhibited . . .” 

It may be a fair comparison, putting the Grey 
Cup game and bathtub race side by side, although 
there are those who would argue the point with 
him, as well as his linking the Nanaimo troubles 
with fears of disturbances at the coming Olympic 
Games. 

He says Nanaimo will have a bigger police 
force next year and “perhaps with more foot pa¬ 
trols, we can prevent this from happening again.” 

He is looking, also, for a possible deterrent to. 
more of the same in the treatment the courts give 
to the 87 people charged in what must be a peaking 
of permissiveness that sorry night. 




A new voting map 


'THE POLITICAL CYNICS have been predicting 
that the re-drawing of the electoral map of 
British Columbia to be undertaken in coming 
months will turn out to be to the advantage of the 
New Democratic Party in the next election — 
presuming the election doesn’t come before the 
new map. But it is difficult to read any confirma¬ 
tion of that belief into the terms of reference of the 
three-man redistribution commission that has now 
been appointed by the government, or into the 
selection of the commissioners. Mr. Justice T. G. 
Norris will head the commission and the others will 
be Fred Bowers of the University of British Colum¬ 
bia and deputy provincial secretary L. J. Wallace. 

In reaching its conclusions and making recom¬ 
mendations, the commission has been instructed to 
take into account, where feasible and necessary, 
historical £yid regional claims for representation; 
use the basis that the Legislative Assembly com¬ 
prise not fewer than the present 55 members nor 
more than 62; consider ridings with two members 
where population is dense, and hold a series of 
public meetings throughout the province. 

Perhaps significantly missing from this short 
list of directives is a requirement that the commis¬ 
sion strive to equalize as far as possible the number 
of people in each constituency, or the number-per- 


MLA in any two-member ridings. Perhaps, however, 
this is taken for granted. 

In the last re-shaping of the constituencies, in 
1966, an attempt was made to bring about more 
equal representation, although this is always dif¬ 
ficult in a province with such vast areas of light 
populatiQn and such comparatively small areas of 
extremely heavy population. There were then and 
there are now opposing views on the matter: on 
one hand, that 30,000 people in Vancouver should 
have the same voting power as 30,000 in northern 
British Columbia; on the other, that this would 
mean a rural MLA could never have easy and close 
contact with constituents. (Because of Social Cred¬ 
it back-country strength, it was thought that equa¬ 
lization was not to its advantage.) 

It is noteworthy that because of the popula¬ 
tion increase, one MLA will represent about 40,000 
persons on average after the forthcoming redistri¬ 
bution, compared with 34,000 after the 1966 re¬ 
allocation, even if the commission recommends the 
creation of the maximum seven new seats. To re¬ 
main at the 34,000 level it would be necessary now 
to have 72 MLAs, and soon more. 

How many it takes to represent adequately 
the people of the province is a matter of arbitrary 
judgment. It is not likely that voters and taxpayers 
will see anything wrong, though, with the govern¬ 
ment’s decision to keep the number in curb. 


Threats to Ulster cease-fire 


Two recent events occur¬ 
ring within an hour of each 
other have highlighted the 
tensions which increasingly 
threaten the Provisional 
IRA’s cease-fire in Northern 
Ireland. 

At 4.37 on a warm summer 
afternoon the last of three 
bombs exploded in the office 
building which housed the 
Londonderry Labor Ex¬ 
change. Arriving on the scene 
within minutes of the explo¬ 
sion I found two reactions 
among the general public. 
The first was an appalled 
prayer that these bombs did 
not mean that the Provos had 
called off their truce. The sec¬ 
ond was the scarcely less 
heartfelt hope that the fact 
that the “brew” had been 
blown up would not stop the 
dole being paid up as usual. 

In fact the building is be¬ 
lieved to have been chosen as 
a target not for the symbolic

significance of the Labor Ex¬

The second event took place 
in Dublin less than an hour 
later. David OConnell, one of 
the Provisionals’ most elusive 
leaders, was arrested in a 
journalist’s house in a quiet 
residential suburb.

Northern Convention fails, as 
they are convinced it will, the 
tensions on the ground inside 
Northern Ireland pose a con¬ 
stant threat. 

This was well illustrated by 
the public statements from 
the Provos. In Dublin the 
arrest or O'Connell was con¬ 
demned but it was stressed 
that there w-ould be no threat 
to the cease-fire as a result of 
it. In Derry on the contrary, 
the Provisionals claimed that 
the bombs were an act of re¬ 
taliation against “a campaign 
of harassment” by the British 
Army and reserved the right 
to take more serious action if 
such activities by the troops 
continued. They cited a cata¬ 
logue of complaints which the 
Army for its part has denied. 

In the House of Commons. 
Northern Ireland Secretary 
Merlyn Rees dismissed these 
complaints as merely an ex¬ 
cuse for setting off bombs. 
This is undoubtedly true from 
Rees’s point of view but 
shows little understanding of 
the local situation. 

In areas like Deny and Bel¬ 
fast the Provos and their sup¬ 
porters are as concerned with 
daily issues like the behavior 
of the British Army as with 
long-term political strategy. It 
is extremely important to 
them that their incident 
centres should be taken 
seriously by the British auth¬ 
orities and seen to be so by 
the general public.

do not believe that they will 
gain anything substantial po¬ 
litically from it. They are un¬ 
happy about the rate of re¬ 
lease of the internees. Again 
it is difficult to see what Rees 
can do. He has already come 
under heavy pressure from 
Unionists here because he had 
continued to release known 
Republicans and has stressed 
that he intends to go on doing 
so despite the recent bombs in 
Derry. 

By doing this he hopes to 
convince the Provisional lead¬ 
ership of his continued good 
intentions and to leave it to 
them to keep their local dis¬ 
sidents in line.

In these circumstances the 
arrest of O'Connell, although 
a considerable security coup 
for the Irish government, 
must have come as less than 
welcome news to Rees. O’Con¬ 
nell is no dove when it comes 
to fighting the British. To de¬ 
scribe his arrest as important 
because it leaves control of 
the Provos to the hard men is 
a dangerous over-simplifica¬ 
tion. 

But he is one of the most 
charismatic and articulate 
among the leadership. His 
arrest will cause dangerous 
resentment among the rank 
and file. It will also remove 
from the scene one of the men 
best able to convince the dis¬ 
sidents that the continuation 
of the cease-fire, at least for 
the moment, is the strategy 
most likely to bring about 
their long-term objectives.

Until regional economic 
groupings started re-shaping 
the nation-state structure of 
world production and com- 
m e r c e , Canada’s small 
domestic market was not di¬ 
sastrously below the average 
size for industrial countries. 
In its league of middle- 
powers, Canada was thus able 
to compete on more or less 
equal terms. 

By now, however, the 
steady buildup of regional 
units (such as the European 
Economic Community) over 
the past two decades has 
dwarfed our domestic market 
and has made it considerably 
more difficult for our prod¬ 
ucts to compete. 

By 1980 — less than five 
years from now — “Canada 
will find itself one of the very 
few industrial countries with¬ 
out free access to a market 
whose population numbers 
over one hundred million.” 


So says the Economic Coun¬ 
cil of Canada in a report on 
trade policy released the 
other day. 

It’s not a startling discov¬ 
ery. Our drift into isolation 
has been apparent to percep¬ 
tive observers ever since of¬ 
ficial Ottawa misjudged the 
significance of the budding 
EEC. This and the subsequent 
nationalistic (or ideological) 
rejection of free trade in 
North America, knocked Can¬ 
ada out of the mainstream of 
post-war history. 

What’s startling, though, is 
that the semi-official Eqpnom- 
ic Council has somehow found 
the courage to back up with 
thoroughly researched facts 
the few unheeded voices that 
have been warning about the 
drift into isolation for several 
years.

trade, “no regional trading 
community would be feasible 
and economically worthwhile 
for Canada unless it included 
the United States.” 


What it all boils down to in 
practical terms is a North 
American free trade area as 
Canada’s first regional step 
towards securing guaranteed 
access to' a large market. 
This, as the council points out 
repeatedly, is absolutely es¬ 
sential for survival of Cana¬ 
da’s economy as a viable base 
of material well-being and po¬ 
litical stability. 

Tiptoeing through the mine¬ 
field of nationalistic fears that 
free trade with the U.S would 
lead to political merger, the 
council dismisses these much 
propagandized bogies as un¬ 
founded and says: “The fact 


is that Canadians have been 
slow to subject this concern to 
critical examination.” 

Dealing specifically with 
the widespread myth of fur¬ 
ther increase in American 
ownership of Canadian econ¬ 
omy under free trade arrange¬ 
ments, the council points out 
that “it is Canadian tariff pro¬ 
tection, not trade liberaliza¬ 
tion, that has provided a pow¬ 
erful stimulus to U.S. owner¬ 
ship and control.” Free trade 
would remove the tariff en¬ 
couragement of American 
ownership and give us the ad¬ 
vantages of specialized large- 
scale production. This is es¬ 
sential in the emerging world 
of regional units which make 
the nation-state as obsolete as 
the city-state had once be¬ 
come in ancient history. 


The government was quick 
to dissociate itself from the 
council’s free trade thesis as 
something, to quote Industry 
Minister Alastair Gillespie, 
that “has been looked at in 
the past and rejected.” 


It’s obvious that the Tru- 
deaucrats who invited the so- 
called “third option” as a 
cover for Trudeau’s “re-orien¬ 
tation” of our whole historical 
course, find the Economic 
Council’s report embarrassing 
and want to kill it. Not be¬ 
cause they are against free 
trade in principle but because 
the report challenges virtually 
all the premises and assump¬ 
tions of Trudeau’s ideological¬ 
ly-motivated policies which 
are basically anti-American. 

★ ★ ★ 

It’s up to the Opposition and 
the media to. prevent the 
same kind of quiet shelving of 
the Economic Council’s report 
that buried the similarly 
challenging report of the Iasi 
Royal Commission on Securi¬ 
ty. The document should be 
used for kindling the major 
national debate the Economic 
Council had in mind when it 
stated: “What is necessary 
now is that Canadians get 
their own priorities straight 
...” Obviously the council 
considers the “third option” 
priorities set by the govern¬ 
ment misleadingly harmful.

Heading for the hills 


Equally astonishing (and 
perhaps encouraging) as its 
clear-cut challenge of the 
various nationalistic tantrums 
and myths is the council’s 
conclusion that what’s needed 
is not more of the currently 
fashionable philosophy of 
status quo protectionism but a 
large dose of invigorating free 
trade. 

The council would like to 
see general liberalization of 
world trade (i.e., systematic 
lowering and eventual remo¬ 
val of all tariffs and quotas) 
through GATT negotiations. 
Failing that — and the council 
admits that “the likelihood of 
reaching w-orld free trade 
through GATT in the near fu¬ 
ture is small”—it urges “el- 
minination of trade barriers 
on a regional basis.” What 
this boils down to is a free 
trade or common market ar¬ 
rangement with the United 
States. 

Cutting through the nation¬ 
alistic hysteria that surrounds 
this important issue, the coun¬ 
cil says that its analysis “led 
to the conclusion that the eco¬ 
nomic benefits of a free trade 
agreement with the United 
States would be much higher 
than those that could he 
achieved under a similar ar- 


Millions of Americans are 
migrating back to the country 
— reversing a long trend of 
rural exodus. 

New U.S. Census figures 
and other recent evidence 
point to a revival of small 
town and rural living that 
most Americans deserted in 
droves for decades. 

This back-to-country move¬ 
ment has brought a steady 
stream of new settlers to cer¬ 
tain rural areas of the United 
States since 1970. 

To many Americans, a 
home in the Rocky Mountains 
or a self-sufficient farm in 
Vermont or a small house in 
an Ozark town is more attrac¬ 
tive now than life in a city or 
suburban dwelling. 

“I looked all over the 
country for the best place to 
live,” says Torg Thompson, a 
former Dallas, Texas, ur¬ 
banite who finally built a 
home atop an Ozark hill in 
Mountainburg, Arkansas — 
population 500. 


“Now people are moving 
here from all over the United 
States, leaving the city smog 
and crime and bringing their 
children up in a beautiful 
place,” said Mr. Thompson 
who barters his home-grown 
strawberries for string beans 
from neighbors — the closest 
one a mile away. 

Population gains in rural 
and non-metropolitan areas 
have outpaced growth in met¬ 
ropolitan areas (50,000 or 
more) from 1970 to 1974, lat¬ 
est census figures show.

So far the greatest pres¬ 
sures to call off the cease-fire 
have been caused by w'hat the 
Provos consider to be 
breaches of the terms of a 
truce agreed between them¬ 
selves and the British govern¬ 
ment.

In particular, four rural re¬ 
gions stand out on a demo¬ 
grapher’s map as exhibiting 
strong rural renaissance: the 
Upper Great Lakes region of 
Michigan, Wisconsin, and 
Minnesota, 8 per cent growth: 
Rocky Mountains, 7.1: south¬ 
ern Appalachia coal fields, 
6.3; and the Ozark-Ouachita, 
9.4. 

Overall, metropolitan areas 
grew 2.9 per cent in popula¬ 
tion from il)70 to 1974 while 
non-metropolitan areas ad¬ 
vanced 4 per cent — attribu¬ 
table partly to a spill-over 
from suburbs. 

Idaho’s wide open spaces 
took in three times the na¬ 
tional average of new home¬ 
steaders while some northern 
counties of Michigan’s south¬ 
ern peninsula grew 40 per 
cent. 

Other reports of Americans 
moving steadily toward the 
South and West come from 
Mayflower World Wide Mov¬ 
ing and Allied Van Lines. Ari¬ 
zona, Hawaii, Florida, and 
Alaska top the list of states 
where those movers brought 
in more families than they 
moved out. 

Also quick to spot a trend, 
several large retail chain 
stores are beginning to open 
new stores on the rural 
byways — rather than high¬ 
ways — of America. 


J. C. Penney Company, for 
example, has earmarked 
about 2,000 small cities and 
towns as good markets for 
new stores. Other chains, 
such as Seal's, Roebuck and 
Co. and S. S. Kresge’s K 
Mart, predict small towns will 
offer stabler profits because 
of the potential affluence of 
revived rural areas. 

The rural turnabout, is 
traceable to these other 
changes occurring in Ameri¬ 
ca, according to Calvin L. 
Beale, a demographer in the 
U.S. Department of Agricul¬ 
ture: 

• Retirement communities 
are rapidly spreading into 
scenic areas with, many for 
the First time built in northern 
climates. 

• The long loss of farmers 
is slowing - to almost one- 


fourth the rate of decline in 
the 1960s. 

• Business and industry 
are reopening the economies 
of rural areas, especially in 
the expanding grain and coal- 
producing regions. 

• The growth of small 
Iowti colleges is attracting 
those who once feared what 
they considered educational 
and cultural exile in a rural 
setting. 

• A back-to-the-land mov- 
ment, notably in Vermont, of 
young people who prefer a 
simpler life, now is a small 
part of the rural i*evival but 
by the 1980 census could be¬ 
come substantial. 


‘‘The environmental- 
ecological movement. the 
youth revolution with its 
somewhat anti-materialist.ic 
and anti-suburban component, 
and the narrowing of tradi¬ 
tional urban-rural gaps in 
conditions of life,” explains 
Mr. Beale, “all seem to have 
contributed to the movement 
to non-metropolitan areas.”

Some with cancer had their treatment delayed whilst others 
booked for elective surgery had their arrangements thrown 
into disarray to their great inconvenience and consternation.

In my opinion, which is doubtless shared by Aiany, people 
in essential occupations such as ancillary hospital workers, 
nurses, doctors, policemen and firemen should not have the 
right to strike, but instead their disputes should be subjected 
to binding arbitration by a mutually agreeable third party. 

The employees who could fear such arbitration would be 
those who are aware that their demands are extortionate 
whilst tiie only employers who might fear it are those who 
are trying to avoid paying their employees a just and reason¬ 
able reward for their services.

than disabled veterans 


Disputed Sinai passes 
‘ guard ’ vital air base

The 18-mile long Mitla 
and Gidi passes in the 
central Sinai have not 
played a decisive role in 
any of the wars Israel 
has fought since 1948. ^ 

Yet today they are the key 
geographic elements in nego¬ 
tiations toward an interim 
Israeli-Egyptian accord on 
troop withdrawal. 

Battles have been waged in 
the two passes going back 
thousands of years, military 
historian Mordechai Gihon 
counts lf)9 campaigns. 

However, after analyzing 
the 76 campaigns whose full 
details are knowm, he found 
that only 16 used this part of 
Sinai as tiie primary point of 
attack, including six cam¬ 
paigns by Saladin during the 
Crusades and the Israeli 
thrusts of 1956 and 1967. 


“Clinton” is destined to be¬ 
come a catchword. There are 
16 Clintons scattered across 
the U.S.A. plus one Clinton- 
ville. All, via diversified in¬ 
dustry, are prosperous. 

There is one Clinton in B.C. 
It is not prosperous. It is 
where the B.C. government 
oil refinery should be built. 

Clinton, 346 miles from Vic¬ 
toria, population 900, founded 
in 1859, burnt out in 1958, has 
known nothing but hardship 
and economic uncertainty 
since its inception. 

The come-and-go townsfolk 
of Cliriton have struggled for 
115 hard years under previous 
political promises to locate a 
stable industry and encourage 
secondary industries to come 
in. Hardship worsened. Prom¬ 
ises multiplied. 

This writer v isited Cl inton 
in 1930. The town was hum¬ 
ming with optimism over gov¬ 
ernment’s great plans for a 
stable insustry. I revisited the 
area 10 days ago; the op¬ 
timism is unchanged, except 
for a deeper tone of bitterness 
toward unfulfilled promises 
by previous governments. 

Nine-hundred hard - pressed 
people in the friendly Cariboo 
town need a break. Let’s pro¬ 
vide it! Let’s build them a 
$350 million refinery.

The passes were usually a 
secondary strike point, subor¬ 
dinate in importance to the 
northern land route along the 
Mediterranean Sea between 
Qantara and El Arish. 

But in the months of dif¬ 
ficult negotiation with Egypt. 
Israel has insisted that the 
passes are of such vital im¬ 
portance to its defence that , 
withdrawal from them must 
be matched by a sizable polit¬ 
ical concession from Cairo. 

This contention is not ap¬ 
parent by looking at a map. 
The western ends of the 
passes are less than 20 miles 
from the Suez Canal. Yet 
Israel argues that the passes 
are needed to defend Eilat 
more than 100 miles away to 
the east. 


In a background briefing, 
an Israeli official gave Jeru¬ 
salem’s viewpoint: 

“These are two bottlenecks, 
natural roadblocks that have 
to be crossed and broken 
through by any army winch 
wants to move from west to 
east. To the south you have 
mountains, and in the north 
sand dunes that are difficult 
to cross, even for tanks. 

“These passes are impor¬ 
tant assets for any army and 
for the Israeli army even 
more so. for one simple rea¬ 
son — there are so few of us. 
We are a pe >ple of less than 
three million against 37 mil¬ 
lion Egyptians and many mil¬ 
lions of oilier Arabs on our 
borders. Our army is less 
than a third of the Egyptian 
strength. 


In regards to the piece in 
the paper by Marc Lalonde, 
health minister, about 
guaranteed income for the 
working poor. * 

The government should look 
after their veterans first, be¬ 
fore they start giving money 
to those who don’t want to 
work any more than neces¬ 
sary. such as the “hippies” 
who are drawing $400 a month 
or more unemployment insur¬ 
ance, while the poor disabled 
veterans are only getting $250 
a month (for a single vet) and 
are starving. 

Now, with the cost of living 
what it is a person can hardly 
exist on $250 a month. 


I have written to the prime 
■minister, also to two or three 
members of parliament, all to 
no avail. They make big 
promises but never carry 
through. 

Do you think it is fair, that 
the “hippies" who don’t want 
to work get $400 unemploy¬ 
ment insurance while a poor 
disabled veteran gets $250 a 
month? 

The veteran has served his 
country and laid his life on 
the line, while some (40 per 
cent or more) of the “hip¬ 
pies” that hang around Man¬ 
power don’t want to work and 
if you asked them to serve 
their country they would l^ke 


"Therefore we have to com¬ 
pensate for lack of manpower 
by using economically, and to 
our advantage, the terrain—to 
save manpower, units and 
arms. 

“A battalion in the pass has 
a chance to hold and stand up 
against a division.” 

This explanation—so often 
repeated—is not borne out by 
recent history. 

In the 1956 Sinai campaign, 
the Israelis dislodged a heavi¬ 
ly armed Egyptian force from 
well-entrenched positions in 
the Mitla Pass. 

The Israelis did it with a 
relatively small force of three 
tanks and two infantry com¬ 
panies on half-tracks. 

In the 1967 war. the passes 
proved to be a death trap for 
Egypt's armor instead of a 
safety banner. 


The Israeli air force caught 
a large part of Egypt’s nearly 
1.000 tanks and 850 field 
pieces strung out in single file 
in the Mitla Pass. Israeli war¬ 
planes laid the column to 
waste. 

Air power and surprise pre¬ 



vailed over a static defence 
line. 

The Egyptian attack of Oc¬ 
tober, 1973, never reached the 
passes. Actually, the passes 
are but one set of a number of 
strategic considerations in 
Sinai. 

The scenario of any Egyp¬ 
tian attempt to retake Sinai 
almost certainly would begin 
with an armored attack 
across the flat terrain north 
of the Gidi Pass known as the 
Refidim Approach. 

Blocking such a possible at¬ 
tack is the big Israeli air base 
at Refidim (Bir Gifgafa), 12.5 
miles north of the eastern end 
of the Gidi Pass. It is the 
largest and most important 
air facility in Sinai. 

The passes are of impor¬ 
tance because they prevent 
any Egyptian flanking attack 
from the south that might 
menace the air base. 


The Israelis have made it 
clear recently that they will 
insist on holding up to 3.12 
miles of the slopes on the 
eastern ends of the Mitla and 
Gidi passes as a means of 
protecting the Refidim air 
base. 

Total withdrawal from the 
passes, as demanded by 
Egypt, would mean abandon¬ 
ing Refidim, Israel military 
exerts say. 

G>1. Simcha M'aoz of the 
Israeli general staff recently 
told correspondentts that any 
Egyptian attack through the 
passes would likely involve a 
division - strength force • in 
each.

However, not just military 
considerations are at stake in 
the Sinai settlement. Political 
factors are proving to be par¬ 
amount, and persons here 
with impressive military cre¬ 
dentials have begun to ques¬ 
tion whether the passes are 
all that necessary for Israel’s 
defence. 

Former air force chief Ezer 
Weizman. a member of the 
hard-line opposition Herut 
Party, recently recommended 
that Israel cede the passes for 
three years of quiet, which 
should be used, he said, for 
military, economic and moral 
replenishment.

Farm tractors, like some other types of 
mobile equipment, are subject to roll-over 
hazards. 

Two kinds of roll-over accidents are 
common. 

1. Some tractors are designed so that their 
inter-wheel width can be narrowed or 
widened to match spaces between crop 
rows. When the track is narrowed, a 
tractor's stability is reduced. It can roll 
sideways. 

2. Because tractors have a low gear ratio, 

a sudden application of power can cause 
a two-wheel drive tractor to roll from 
front to back. 

A roll-over accident may cause serious 
injury to the tractor operator. 

To minimize the danger of injury to 
operators, the Workers' Compensation Board 
urges that all tractors be fitted with roll¬ 
over protective structures—ROPS.

Early in 194(5. the late Brit¬ 
ish economist John Maynard 
Keynes warned of the danger 
of the delicate international 
monetary structure becoming 
a ‘puppet of sawdust through 
which the breath of life does 
not flow.” 

Nearly JO years later, the 
structure which Keynes tried 
to design has Indeed begun to 
seem lifeless. 

The international trade or¬ 
ganization which he thought 
would be established never 
got off the ground. His wish to 
see a central world currency 
has yet to be fulfilled and the 
system of maintaining fixed 
values for all currencies has 
Ijeen abandoned in favor of 
“floating” rates. 

And rarely have the difficul¬ 
ties of living in what econo¬ 
mists call a floating world 
a world which Keynes dread¬ 
ed l>een more evident than 
in the problems which have 
l>eset the United States dollar 
and the British pound during 
the last six months. 

The dollar now is back in 
favor again after a long 
period of weakness but no¬ 
body is certain for how lon^. 
The pound is in serious trou¬ 
ble and the welter of confu¬ 
sion swirling around the whole 
issue is intensifying. 

The current problems have 
their immediate origins in a 


policy decision by the ad¬ 
ministration of former pres¬ 
ident Richard Nixon, an¬ 
nounced in August, 1971. 

Nixon, looking to re-election 
in 1972, had been try ing to ex¬ 
pand demand to pull the U.S. 
out of a minbr world depres¬ 
sion in 1970-71. But foreign 
dollar-holders and big mul¬ 
tinational firms had begun to 
worry that this would lead to 
inflation and a weakening of 
the U.S. currency. 

So they began to sell U.S. 
greenbacks for other curren¬ 
cies at an alarming rate. Cen¬ 
tral banks in Europe and 
Japan were consequently 
forced to buy up dollar's of¬ 
fered for sale to prevent their 
exchange rates rising as de¬ 
mand for their currencies in¬ 
creased. since this would have 
. made their exports less com¬ 
petitive. 

But many central banks 
were unwilling to hold the 
excess dollars indefinitely and 
began demanding that U.S 
monetary authorities buy 
them v beck in exchange for 
gold at the official rate of $33 
an ounce. 

The U.S., with $10 billion in 
gold reserves and debts of $50 
billion in other countries’ re¬ 
serves. then decided to end 
the commitment to redeem 
dollars for gold and set the 
dollar free to find its own 
level on international ex¬ 
changes. It immediately float¬ 
ed downwards. 


This had the advantage <.f 
making U S. exports cheaper 
arvi imports more expensive, 
thus slowly improving the 
U.S. trade deficit. 

An attempt was made in 
December. 1971, to return to 
more realistic rates after a 
number of other countries had 
followed the American exam¬ 
ple. But this collapsed in 
ruins when Britain decided to 
float the pound in June, 1972 

Many factors are undiAibl- 
cdly contributing to the most 
recent turmoil in the ex¬ 
changes but a number of ex¬ 
perts believe the sudden, vasi 
wealllr of major oil-producing 
states has played a major 
role. 

Pul most simply, these ex- 
peris argue that Arab oil pro¬ 
ducers have been unwilling 
until recently to buy U.S. dol¬ 
lars to make investments in 
the U.S. because of fears that 
in a future Middle East eon- 
flief the U.S. might freeze or 
lake over their assets as a 
bargaining weajxin. 

One obvious alternative to 
dollars has been pounds, part¬ 
ly because of the financial ex¬ 
pertise available in London 
for investing surplus funds 
and also because European 
countries are less likely to be 
anti-Arab in case of another: 
.Mideast war. In addition, they 
pay fairly high interest rates 


MEMPHIS, Tenn. <AP»

They have- 
purchased two million nietrn 
i »ns of wheat from Canada 
and 750.000 metric tons from 
Australia, tor total grain pur¬ 
chases of about 121a million 
metric tons.

VANCOUVER (CP) - Dep¬ 
uty Attorney-GenerEii David 
Vickers said Tuesday he has 
authorized Vancouver Lawyer 
Robert Gardner to apply for a 
second inquest into the death 
of Edward John Hill. 

Vickers made it clear, how¬ 
ever, that his action onl£ 
allows Gardner to make the 
application and does not 
imply that ( the attorney- 
general’s office supports 
Gardner’s position. 

Hill, 25, a CP Air cleric al 
worker, died in Vancouver 
General Hospital 13 days after 
a July 2(5. 1973. mishap in 
which he was struck by a car 
as he walked close to a union 
picket line outside the air¬ 
line's operations centre at 
Vancouver International Air- 
I*ort. 

Hill underwent a six-hour 
operation for a skull fracture 
and appeared to be recover- 
, ing when he died. 

A coroner’s jury, which 
, heard no evidence of the at- 
i ( idem, brought in a verdict of 
l natural death based solely on 
the medical opinion of two 
j doctors, who testified that 
Hill’s death was not connected 
with the injuries he suffered 
in the accident. 

The doctors, Dr. David 
t Fairholm, who did the au- 
| topsy, and Dr. Clarisse Dol- 
! man. a VGH neuropathologist. 


testified that Hill died from a 
ruptured brain aneurysm 
(ballooning artery) and that 
the aneurysm was a birth de¬ 
fect. 

Coroner W. E. Campbell de¬ 
cided that the medical opinion 
indicated Hill died “due to a 
brain defect and had no rela¬ 
tion to the accident which oc¬ 
curred some 12 days pre¬ 
vious.” 

During the 2U months since 
the inquest, Andrew Hill, fa¬ 
ther of the (lead man, has 
waged a continuous campaign 
to persuade Attorney-General 
Alex Macdonald to order a 
new inquest. 

Hill, w ho was not represent¬ 
ed by a lawyer at the inquest. 


said later he was not invited 
to comment or ask questions, 
and didn’t speak out because 
he thought “only those people 
inside the bar” could say any¬ 
thing. 

“The inquest was, in effect, 
setting itself up as God and 
saying that my son, in spite of 
the accident, was going to die 
on Aug. 8.1973,” he said. 

Hill said he subsequently re¬ 
ceived new evidence that 
would link his son’s death to 
the accident. 

Vickers said that Gardner 
must now convince the Su¬ 
preme Court of Canada to 
order a new' inquest. 

Gardner w'as not available 
for comment

Steve Picked of Vancouver 
tinished fifth in the 100-metre 
backstroke 48-100ths of a sec¬ 
ond behind gold medalist Ro¬ 
land Matthews of East Ger¬ 
many. 

Becky Smith of Edmonton 
also finished fifth in the 
200-metre individual medley 
in 2:22.85 and the women's 
400-metre individual medley 
relay team was fourth. 

Despite the predictions of 
most coaches that almost all 
world records would fall in 
this meet, none were set 
Tuesday and most of the 
times were well eft the best 
personal performances of the 
individual swimmers. 

Tim Shaw of the U.S. out- 
kicked teammate Bruce Fur- 
niss in the final 30 metres to 
win the 200-metre freestyle in 
1:51.04. Fumiss finished in 
1:51.72 and Brian Brinkley of 
Britian was third in 1:53.56. 

Kathy Heddy overtook 
world record holder Ulrike 
Tauber of East Germany to 
win the women’s 200-metre in¬ 
dividual medley in 2:19.80. 
Tauber finished in 2:20.40 and 
Angela Franke of East Ger¬ 
many took the bronze medal 
in 2:20.81. 

David Wilkie gave Britian 
its first gold medal, winning 
•he 100-metre breaststroke in 
1:04.26. Noibutaka Taguhi of 
Japan was second in 1:05.04

We haven’t received details yet about how British Colum¬ 
bians may get in on the plan, but Alberta’s Tourism Minister.

However, British Columbia waterfowl hunters will be 
unhappy to hear Alberta plans to continue? its two-year-old * 
policy of giving Albertans the advantage on pheasant shoot¬ 
ing by making the first week open only to Alberta residents. 

Pheasant shooting will have t|je first week, Oct. 15 to Oct 
22. tor Albertans only and will be open to non-residents as 
well from Oct. 23 to* Nov. 22, with other upland birds also 
legal game. 

Duck shooting in Alberta's north will open Sept. 2 and in 
the south Oct. 15 to Nov. 22. 

British Columbia doesn't have a residential preference 
plan for bird hunting, or for salmon fishing, except for 
stiffer licence fees for non-resident hunters. But this year. 
B.C. will have a limited-entry hunting plan in certain areas 
for some big-game species and this will apply only td B.C. 
residents. 

★ '+ ★ \ 

Hunters wishing to participate in the special B.C. seasons 
may obtain the necessary application form only from the 
Fish and Wildlife branch, Legislative Buildings, Victoria. 

Completed mountain goat and mountain sheep appl\oation 
forms must be forwarded lo the fish and wildlife branch not 
later than 4:30 p.m. July 31. Applications for all other species 
must arrive in Victoria not later than 4:30 p.m. Aug. 31. A fee 
of 55 must accompany each application form. 

Two separate draws will be made. Mountain goat and 
mountain sheep will be drawn Aug. 1; grizzly bear, moose 
and whitetail deer Sept. 2. Successful applicants will be no¬ 
tified by mail immediately after each draw has been made. 
Unsuccessful applicants will also be notified at the same time 
by the return of their unopened applications. 

Here are the special areas: 

• Grizzly bear in the Bella Gx>la region (Toba find 
Tfomathko-Teaquaham watersheds i in the northern portions 
of management units 2-15 and 2-13. The number of licences 
available is three in unit 2-15 and five in 2-13. Season in both 
areas will be from Oct. 11 to Nov. 9. 

• Mountain goat in the Nass mountain range north of 
Terrace in the northern portion of management unit 6-15. The 
number of licences available will be 100 and season Aug. 18 to 
Sept. 21. 

• Mountain sheep in the Ashnola River drainage 
southwest of Keremeos management unit 3-3. The number of 
licences will be four in the western section and eight in the 
eastern section. The season will be four one-week periods 
from Aug. 20 to Sept. 16. One licence will be issued each 
week in the western section and two in the eastern section. 

• Moose — Two separate areas of the southwest portion 
of management unit 3-46 (Wells Gray Park). The number of 
licences in each area will be 25 and the season will be from 
Jan. 24 to Feb. 1. 

• Moose — All of management unit 3-28 (Jamieson 
Creek watershed north of Kamloops.) The number of licences 
will be 100 and the season from Nov. 15 to Nov. 26. 

• Whitetail deer in a portion of management unit 4-6 
near Creston. The number of licences will be 300 and the 
season from Dec. 20 to Feb. 1.

Gar deb notes 


“Deal' Mr. Chesnut: I 
wonder if you can tell me 
what could possibly have hap¬ 
pened to my rhubarb. We 
planted half a dozen roots last 
year and had lovely rhubarb 
aH last summer, but this year 
there are very few stalks, and 
they are thin and stringy. Do 
you think there could be 
something missing in our 
soil?” 

I am reproducing this letter 
because it is representative of 
several similar complaints 
which have come to my desk 
over the past month or so, 
all reporting poor, thin sticks 
of rhubarb. 

★ * * 

The clue to the cause of the 
trouble is contained in the let¬ 
ter when the writer says “We 
planted it last year and had 
lovely ^ rhubarb all summer." 
This sentence shows two 
serious faults in the culture of 
rhubarb plants. 

In the first place, you 
should never pull and eat any 
rhubarb the same year as you 
plant or transplant it, for the 
plant needs all the leaves it 
can make in order to plump 


up the roots and get itself 
properly established in its 
new home. 


As I have pointed out in 
previous columns, the leaf of 
any plant is a food factory in 
with nutrients are manufac¬ 
tured through the action of 
sunlight. 

The fertilizer or manure 
you put down are not true 
plant foods but only the raw 
materials from which com¬ 
plex nutrients are synthesized 
in the leaf. 

During its first year, there¬ 
fore, every rhubarb leaf is 
precious and must be safe¬ 
guarded and kept in top 
operating condition through¬ 
out the season. 


The other cultural faull is 
indicated by the words “we 
had lovely rhubarb all sum¬ 
mer," for even in mature and 
well-established plants, it is 
bad business to keep on pull¬ 
ing stalks much after the end 
of June. 

The same reasoning applies 
here: The plant needs all its 


leaves during the second half 
of the growing season to 
make good its losses and re¬ 
charge its batteries for the 
following season. 

★ ★ ^ 

Under proper management 
— no cropping the first year, 
no cropping after Dominion 
Day in subsequent years — 
rhubarb needs generous feed¬ 
ing to perform really well. In 
fhis, rhubarb has a lot in com¬ 
mon with raspberries and as¬ 
paragus. 

Every raspberry cane is cut 
to the ground after it has 
borne its crop of berries, and 
every asparagus plant is cut 
to the ground repeatedly 
every spring before it is al¬ 
lowed to grow up and leaf out. 

These plants, as with rhu¬ 
barb, must produce an enor¬ 
mous amount of growth to re¬ 
place that which is cut away, 
and that means lavish feeding 
and adequate watering. 

★ * ★ 

Before planting or replant¬ 
ing rhubarb, then, the site 
should be enriched with old, 
well-rotted manure, and this 
should be dug or rototilled in' 


deeply and widely, not just 
shovelled into the bottom of 
individual planting holes. 

In addition, a surface mulch 
of the same material should 
be spread over the rooting 
area annually. 

Harking back to the proper 
cropping of rhubarb, the 
stalks should be harvested 
much as you would brussels 
sprouts, taking just a few 
stalks from each plant rather 
than denuding any one plant. 

This spreads the strain of 
each picking over the whole 
rhubarb patch, and this has a 
much less exhausting effect. 

★ ★ ★ 

Never pull morethan 
onird the total number of ma¬ 
ture stalks from any one plant 
in any one picking, and) it 
should alw ays appeal- reason¬ 
ably well furnished with 
leaves - - the food factories 
after picking. 

The stalks are not cut, but 
should be wrenched out of 
their sockets with a twisting 
jerk. This leaves no ugly stub 
to rot back and possibly pro¬ 
vide entry of disease orga¬ 
nisms into the crown.

BONN — Every American going 
abroad should travel with Henry Kis¬ 
singer at least once. I had the pleasure 
a couple of weeks ago of flying around 
Europe with the U.S. secretary of state 
while he held useful and constructive 
talks in a friendly atmosphere with Gis- 
card d’Estaing of France, Andrei Gro¬ 
myko of die Soviet Union, Helmut 
Schmidt of Germany and Vitzhak Rabin 
of Lsrael. 

There is no great honor than to be 
selected as one of the elite 14 .journal¬ 
ists to fly on Kissinger’s well-appointed 
Air Force 707 and share in the joys and 
heartbreak of American jet diplomacy. 

The advantages of travelling with 
Kissinger are enormous. You don't have 
to go through customs, you don’t have 
to carry your own luggage and you 
don't have to tip taxi drivers. 

The only disadvantage is that you 
have to stand in hotel lobbies and in 
front of old castles for five or six hours 

doing nothing until he is ready to leave 
for his next stop.

The one thing every journalist must 
agree on when travelling with Kissinger 
is that you may not identify the person 
who gives background briefings on the 
plane by name. You can’t even say a 
high U.S. official with waxy hair, horn¬ 
rimmed glasses and German accent 
who had his garbage stolen last week 
said . . . 

The only attribution y>ermitted is "a 
senior American official on Dr. Kis-

singer's plane,’’ and since 1 took the 
pledge I don’t w-ant anyone guessing 
who that could be. 

What I didn’t realize until I travelled 
on the Kissinger plane is how involved 
you can become in the secretary’s 
foreign policies. 

Because you are with him, the 
foreign press waiting on the ground as¬ 
sume you know something they don’t, 
and pretty soon you find yourself hold¬ 
ing press conferences and giving inter¬ 
views on the steps of chateaus and cas¬ 
tles in Paris. Geneva and Bonn. 

When you’re new on the plane you 
tend to deny inside knowledge concern¬ 
ing Kissinger, but in a short while you 
become convinced you are an expert 
and answer every question posed to you 
by the desperate new r s-hungry press.

While I was willing to talk frankly 
with the foreign .journalists I insisted 
anything I said had to be attributed to a 
senior American correspondent travell¬ 
ing with a seniqr American official. 

This how these conferences would 
go! 

Swiss radio, correspondent. Why 
didn’t Nancy come to Euroi>e with 
Henry? 

Senior correspondent: We felt since 
these were exploratory talks it would be 
too early for her to make an appear¬ 
ance. 

German newsj>erson: Did Nancy 
come to the airport and if so what was 
her mood? 

S.C.: She seemed relaxed and smil¬ 


ing and both she and Henry agreed thai 
they had frank dialogues and fruitful 
exchanges during their dinner of the 
previous evening. 

French correspondent: Why did Dr. 
Kissinger come to Europe at this time? 

S.C.: It is very hot in Washington 
now and he hadn’t been out of the 
country in tw-o weeks. 

Israel TV man: If Dr. Kissinger fails 
in these talks w-hat will he do next? 

S.C.: Kissinger never fails. Some¬ 
times he may not reach a full agree¬ 
ment and then he is willing to settle for 
a narrowing of the differences between 
the parties which may eventually bring 
progress in areas at some future unspe¬ 
cified date within the framework of 
previous talks and frank exchanges. 
But that's off the record.

Japanese newsman: Why did Dr. 
Kissinger smile when he came out of 
his meeting with Foreign Minister 
Andre Gromyko? 

S.C.: If you had just spent hix hour* 
w ith Gromyko wouldn’t you be smiling? 

Belgian newsman: Will there be *. 
disarmament agreement this year? 

S.C.: We re optimistic that a formula 
can be worked out that will satisfy all 
parties. T can’t give you details now of 
our compromise plan because Dr. Kis¬ 
singer and I still have to report back to 
President Ford. 

British Newsperson: Does Dr. Kis¬ 
singer ever get seriously depressed 
when he is on a trip like this? 

S.C.: Only when he laughs. 



One of the large chains of U.S. shops 
where my wife likes to bu^ clothes 
recently pleaded guihy to a goirernment 
charge of combining with other chains 
around the U.S. to fix prices. An execu¬ 
tive was fined and “sentenced" to one 
day of unsupervised probation. 

\ Like so many other entrepreneurs, 
this company publicly proclaims its be¬ 
lief in a "free market,” but privately 
does its best to stifle open competition 
wherever it may exist. 

And one can scarcely name an in¬ 
dustry that has not done tlte same in 
the last few decades. U.S. administra¬ 
tion after administration Republican 
as well as Democratic—has brought 
suits against dozens of the largest indus¬ 
tries and businesses for combining to 
restrain competition in order to fix 
prices at a mutually agreeable level. 

★ ★ ★ 

Indeed, the so-called U.S. “anti¬ 
trust” laws (which are at the heart of 
capitalist enterprise) almost seem de¬ 
signed for violating, when the infractors 


think they can get away with it, or, if 
caught, merely reprimanded with a 
minimal fine. These subversives almost 
never go to prison. 

What puzzles me is the continual 
clarion call of business tor “free mar¬ 
kets,” when actually the real public 
choice does not seem to be between 
“competition" and “government plan¬ 
ning,” but rather between planning by 
corporate directors, or planning by pub¬ 
lic officials. 

I am depressed by the mounting evi¬ 
dence, over the decades, that enterprise 
seems to want “freedom" only to the 
extent that it can grow large enough ei¬ 
ther to dominate its field or to conspire 
with a few other oligarchs to control 
and administer prices and browbeat its 
smaller rivals. u 

This “treedom does not seem to be 
Adam Smith's restraint from interfer¬ 
ence with competition, but its opj>osite: 
the license to make as much money as 
it likes, in tiny way it can, by limiting 
competition. And this attitude, of 




course, is the real enemy of capitalism, 
as Smith conceived it. 


What we seem to have today is no 
more “capitalism” than w’hat Russia 
lias is “socialism" — our system looks 
perverted for the benefit of the econom¬ 
ically powerful, just as their system is 
perverted for the benefit of the politi¬ 
cally powerful. 

Capitalism at first worked to free us 
from our economic enslavement to the 
dead hand of feudalism; it was then a 
"liberal” movement in history. Now the 
slogan “free competition” seems large¬ 
ly used as a smokescreen to conceal 
corporate machinations that subvert the 
original doctrine. 

I am a good friend of capitalism; I 
have benefited from it. even In its tor¬ 
tured form. In fact, I like it so much 
that I wish business would begin prac¬ 
tising what it preaches, before total 
government planning becomes the only 
grim alternative that is left to us.

Peninsula fumes 
at court closure

An angry group of Saanich 
Peninsula residents went 
from a Central Saanich meet¬ 
ing Tuesday with nothing 
more than a promise that yet 
another meeting will be held 

at which their questions 
would be answered. 

That was the pledge by 
I.arry Goble, regional co-or¬ 
dinator for the province's n^w 
mstice councils, made to 
alxnit 30 policemen, social and 
probation workers^ and others 
who met to disetiss the clo¬ 
sure earlier this year of the 
peninsula's provincial court. 

The meeting, which Goble 
said would lx* attended by ^ 
those who made the decision 
to close the court and those 
with the authority to reopen 
it. has been tentatively sche¬ 
duled for Aug. 5 at 7:30 p.m. 
in North Saanich Legion 
hall. 

Goble was 'under fire from 
the floor almost as soon as 
Central Saanich Mayor Jean 
Butler’s gavel fell Tuesday, 
as speaker after speaker rose 
to demand an explanation for 
the closure. 

Me said he "knew all the 
reasons why the court hqd 
been closed" and was seeking 
input from the community in 
an effort to determine why it 
should not have been—or why 
it should be reopened. 

That, speakers from the 
floor said, was not the agenda 
they had in mind. 

The court had been "arbi¬ 
trarily closed and with¬ 
drawn.” they said, with no 
reference to the community. 

The police had not been 
asked, peninsula probation of¬ 
ficers had not been asked, 
local welfare and family ser- 
\ iocs officials had not been 
asked no one had been 
asked about the closure be¬ 
fore it w as ordered. 

The group of alxnit 30 
speakers it did not want to 
"go crawling on our knees" 
for a reopening-it wanted 
justification for the closure. 

It also wanted to know. 


speakers said, why the com¬ 
munity liad nol been consult¬ 
ed before the closure. 

Goble said he had no an¬ 
swers for the two basic que¬ 
stions pjsed by the group: 
Why was the court closed? 
When, if ever, would it be 
reopened ? 

lie said those who could an¬ 
swer the questions would be 
at the Aug. 5 meeting. 

Members of the group ques¬ 
tioned the attorney-general’s 
department’s publicly-stated 
reasons for the closure. 

North Saanich Aid. Eric 
Sherwood said "if economics 
and delivery of sendees are 
the arguments for central¬ 
ization. what are die ar¬ 
guments against?” 

"I believe, and many others 
believe, exactly the opposite 
is true: it would be more eco¬ 
nomical and better services 
would be provided with a 
magistrate out here at least 
one day a week." 

A Sidney lawyer said he op¬ 
posed the closure and "cannot 
find one iota of validity in the 
public reasons given for the 
closure . . . nothing you peo¬ 
ple have said is the truth. We 
would like to know the real 
reasons." 

Sidney RCMP Coastable 
Tom Brown told ahe meeting 
police efficiency had not been 
improved by the closure. 


Nurses back 


Brown said he had spbnt tine 
last two days - in a Victoria i 
courtroom to appear at cases 
which had subsequently been 
remanded. This had resulted, 
he said, in the town being 
deprived of his services for 
two days. 

"Those are just two exam¬ 
ples. of the efficiency which 
has been created by the clo¬ 
sure," Brown said. ‘‘I could 
cite many more." 

Hugh Curtis. Saanich and 
The Islands MLA, drew ap¬ 
plause when lie asked Goble: 
"Are we operating courts in 
British Columbia for the con¬ 
venience of the lawyers who 
go there or for the communi¬ 
ties they are supposed to 
serve? I fear the former.”

Library being blackmailed 
into regionalizing—Savage 


Greater Victoria’s library is 
being "blackmailed" into re¬ 
gionalization, chairman Clyde 
Savage told the library board 
Tuesday. 

According to Savage, the 
provincial Library Develop¬ 
ment. Commission is firm in 
its stand that Victoria will not 
receive a grant for 20 per cent 
of the library budget unless 
the library is brought under 
the Capital Region Board. 

But Saanich Aid. Mel Cou- 
velier disagreed with Savage, 
saying that the last meeting 
w ith the commission indicated 
that regionalization is still ne¬ 
gotiable. 

Savage and Couvelier 


agreed, however, that the li¬ 
brary board should not take a 
tough stand against the com¬ 
mission. 

The board voted instead to 
continue with plans to present 
a $28,000 list of special proj¬ 
ects to the commission in Sep¬ 
tember, In the hope that the 
commission will make a spe¬ 
cial grant to cover most of the 
S32.(K)0 which was unexpected¬ 
ly dropped from a grant this 
year. 

Regionalization has not 
been supported by (heater 
Victoria councils, except for 
Saanich, because they fear 
loss of control over rising li¬ 
brary costs. Members of the 
library board objected to a 


possible loss of autonomy 
under regional control. 

Greater Victoria’s system 
already meets most of the 
standards for library services 
outlined by the commission, 
Savage said, but the munici¬ 
palities want to curtail their 
contributions in the face of 
rising costs. Without in¬ 
creased grants from the com¬ 
mission. the board will no 
longer be able to meet the 
commission’s own standards, 
he said. 

A 20-per-cent grant (com- 
paicd with the present grant

Suspended after bolt, 
deputies back on job 


Three B.C. deputy sheriffs 
who were su.sjn'nded Friday, 
one day after Victoria escape 
artist Danny Cain bolted 
away from them for half an 
hour, returned to work Tues¬ 
day after a hearing before 
Sheriffs Serv ice director Geof¬ 
frey Mortimer. 

The Colonist learned Mor¬ 
timer recommended the mini¬ 
mum penalty of censure lor 
two of the deputies. His rec¬ 
ommendation lor the third 
was either a reprimand or a 
demotion on the increasing 
scale of possible penalties, but 
fell short of the maximum of 
suspension. 

Mortimer declined 'comment 
on the recommendations, 
which he will forward to Dep¬ 
uty Attorney-General David 
Vickers, because of indica¬ 
tions that the three might 
ledge appeals. 

How ever, he said two of the 
deputies returned to their nor¬ 
mal duties Tuesday morning 
while the third was put on 
other uns|>ecified duties. Mor¬ 
timer also would not link 
names of the deputies to their 
penalties. 

Deputy Brian MeLella(nd 
was in charge at about 111:25 
p.m. Thursday, walking be¬ 
hind Cain with Deputy John 
French and Deputy Joseph 
Rivard on the other side when 
Cain ran away at Victoria’s 
Inner Harbor while being 
moved to the B.C. Peniten¬ 
tiary in New Westminster 
pending County Court trials. 

Rivard and French gave 
chase while McLelland no¬ 
tified Victoria police. Rivard 
was on the scene 30 minutes 
later when Cain was found 
under a main-floor bed in the 
nearby Swiftsure Inn while 
French was searching on an¬ 
other floor. 

Cain was safely transferred 
Friday with French and Ri¬ 
vard taking part in the move. 
Later that day. the three sus; 
pensions went into effect, to 
last until the end of the hear¬ 
ing 

Indications were that the 
deputies could appeal by 
grievance to Vickers, who 
could uphold, reverse or 
change their penalties.

The letter, signed by associ¬ 
ation president J. P. Jamie¬ 
son. said: "It is our desire to 
stress the very real need in 
today's society for female po- 
lice personnel and to state 
that these ladies currently 
serving with the Saanich Po¬ 
lice Department have proven 
their worth. 

"Any reticence which may 


have existed in their early 
days of service has been re¬ 
moved by their zeal and ef¬ 
ficiency. They are fully ac¬ 
cepted by our members." 

But Noel stood by his state¬ 
ments made at council’s last 
meeting. 

He said he has since talked 
to veteran policemen who 
share his apprehension about 
pitting women constables 
against tough characters. 

Noel maintained that, al¬ 
though he feels there is a 
place for women on the force, 
he does not think they should 
be exposed to possibly violent 
situations "on the front line of 
police duty." 


Expert on_ socialism: 


Tape in trial 
may never 
reach public

Evidence obtained through 
Victoria police use of elec¬ 
tronic bugging gear in the 
Hancock-Proulx case may 
never by made public, de¬ 
fence lawyer Cecil Branson 
said Tuesday as the trial 
ended its second day in Vic¬ 
toria Provincial Court. 

He was speaking to news¬ 
men shortly' after Judge Wil¬ 
liam Ostler confirmed in 
court that the entire trial of 
James Archie Hancock. 33, 
and GiLles Paul Proulx, 30. on 
a two-count charge of conspir¬ 
acy to commit 'armed rob¬ 
bery. was being conducted as 
a trial within a trial. 

That means Ostler will 
make a ruling at or near the 
end of the trial, which is sche¬ 
duled for seven court sitting 
days, on the admissibility of 
all the evidence by the es¬ 
timated 25 witnesses. 

If he rules the evidence can 
be admitted into the record, it 
may be made public. If he 
decides the evidence is inad¬ 
missible, it will never be 
made public. 

Ostler's statement came as 
prosecutor J. W. Anderson 
said the trial w r ould "come to 
grips with the significant part 
of the case" when it resumed 
today. Indications were that 
he meant the prosecution 
would make its first attempt 
to introduce tape recordings 
made by police. 

The tapes are considered 
the key issue in this first 
court test of Canada’s 1974 
eavesdropping law', the Pro¬ 
tection of Privacy Act. Re¬ 
gardless of the outcome of the 
trial, an appeal is expected. 

Hancock and Proulx were 
arrested on the night of April 
25-26 and charged with con¬ 
spiring between April 1 and 25 
to rob one employee of the 
government liquor store, 1310 
Esquimau, and Mac’s Milk 
Convenience Store. 265 Men- 
zics. 

Outside court. Branson said 
the defence would not opj>ose 
reporting of legal rulings as 
Ostler made them during the 
trial, and of brief summaries 
of actual evidence. 

The first day had ended 
Monday with Ostler consider¬ 


ing an unusual legal point 
Could he review^ a higher- 
court ruling? The specific rul¬ 
ing was authorization given 
April 11 by B.C. Supreme 
Court Justice R. A. Wootton 
for Victoria police to use 
wiretaps in the case. 

Ostler began the second day 
by deciding ’the Supreme 
Court justice’s signature was 
proof that the authorization 
was lawful. But he said he 
could review the ruling if the 
defence challenged it on 
grounds of Wootton’s reasons, 
or of material presented by 
I*olice in seeking authoriza¬ 
tion. 

Victoria Detective Sgl 
Einar Hemstad, who had been 
unable Monday to recall com¬ 
plete details’ of the material, 
was questioned at length by 
Branson about the affadavit 
he provided for Wootton. 

Hemstad testified that sur¬ 
veillance and other investiga¬ 
tive methods w'ere died be¬ 
fore April 11 but were not 
successful. 

His testimony led to Osier s 
fourth ruling of the trial: that 
the "interception” through po¬ 
lice use of wiretaps was law¬ 
fully made. 

Robert Gee, manager of the 
liquor store in April, testified 
its daily bank deposit might 
run as high as $5,000 to $7,000. 
Sam Sa’d, manager of the 
Mac store, said its daily de¬ 
posit averaged $700. 

Two Victoria women tes¬ 
tified about the phone 
numbers in their homes and 
B.C. Telephone security inves¬ 
tigator Donald Gehring tes¬ 
tified on work done April tl to 
link phones in two Victoria 
homes to a phone panel room 
in the basement of the Vic¬ 
toria police station. 

After another argument, 
this one on Gehring’s legal 
status. Ostler ruled it was 
enough for Hemstad to have a 
proper legal designation as an 
interceptor of phone calls, and 
Gehring and others involved 
in the process did not need 
such designations. 

Hemstad testified he con¬ 
nected the incoming link at 
the police station to tape re¬ 
corders. and that w f as where 
the second day ended.

"1 made the awesome dis¬ 
covery that socialists were 
running the province," he 
said, and "I don’t like it." 

While Uie book, issued by 
his own publishing company, 
makes reference to B.C., it 
deals primarily with the 
Swedish welfare State, which 
he said is “bursting at the 
seams.” 

He adamantly denied that 
his book was financed by anti- 
NDP groups and said he re¬ 
jected an offer by a political 
party he refused to name - to 
buy a large number of copies 
for distribution. 

Hurmuses said he does not 
belong to any political party 
and does not plan to use the 
profit from the book’s sales 
for political purposes. 

“I'll use it to eat," he said. 


While saving most of his 
venom for the NDP, he 
charged that the three opposi¬ 
tion parties "don’t do their 
homework," and are "ineffec¬ 
tual and incapable of coping." 

British Columbians are the 
most highly-taxed people in 
the country, he said. 

He said the gov eminent 
here has "imposed" a mas¬ 
sive amount of legislation 
with little thought and a "hor¬ 
rendous amount of money is 
being spent and wasted." 

"This government is the 
most powerful [>ower brokers 
the province has ever seen. It 
took Bennett (former Premier 
W. A. C. Bennett) 20 years to 
establish his power." 

B.C. is rapidly approaching 
the "ultimate in socialism," 


he said, accusing the Barrett 
government of planning a 
takeover of the resource in¬ 
dustry by taxing it to death. 

Hurmuses said he resents 
provincial cahinet ministers 
travelling to such foreign 
countries as Sweden "looking 
for foreign ideologies to im¬ 
pose here.” 

While B.C.s government 
may be "socialist,” he said he 
has found in his travels that 
people in the province were 
angry and frustrated with 
Barrett and if a provincial 
vote was taken now, the gov¬ 
ernment would be lucky if it 
won 20 per cent. 

He said he is now planning 
a new book, one that "will be 
a little closer to home" than 
Sweden.

Two Victoria professors 
gave a demonstration Tues¬ 
day in Port Angeles of the 
inhalation rewarming tech¬ 
nique they would like to see 
used aboard rescue craft. 

Dr. John Eckerson and Dr. 
Martin Collis took, part in a 
simulated rescue in co-opera¬ 
tion w'ith the U.S. Coast 
Guard to show the technique 
which they say could save the 
lives of people who have been 
immersed in frigid waters 
alter boating accidents. 

For Collis and Eckerson it 
was just one more dunk in Ihe 
saltchuck. "We’ve lost count 


how nlany times we’ve gone 
in during our study," said 
Eckerson. "It must l»e at 
least 100 times." 

Collis and Eckerson of the 
physical education division of 
the University of Victoria's 
faculty of education, in collab¬ 
oration with Dr. John Hay¬ 
ward of the biology depart¬ 
ment. have developed a safety 
jacket over the past four 
years which helps maintain 
the heat of the body core, a 
lifesaving factor when a [*er- 
son is in cold water awaiting 
rescue. j 

They also worked on the in¬ 
halation rewarming technique 
which supplies heated air to 


the person after he has l>cen 
rescued. It raises the inner 
body temperature more 
quickly than present methods 
and prevents furtlier cooling 
which usually occurs, in some 
cases causing death. 

Hayward is in Australia on 
a sabbatical but Collis and 
Eckerson went to Port An¬ 
geles Tuesday to demonstrate 
the technique to the Coast 
Guard, U.S. national r parks 
f>ersonnel and others.’ 

Eckerson said before he left 
Victoria that the technique is 
usetLin some regions in moun¬ 
tain rescue. Water can be 
heated on a mountainside to 
produce steam to be inhaled 


by a climber who is suffering 
from hypothermial (subnor¬ 
mal body temperature.) 

There are several ways of 
doing it. A small home vapor¬ 
izer may bo carried. Heat 
may be supplied by using 
whatever heat-producer the 
climbers carry. It could be a 
combination of .chemicals. 

Eckerson said small cylin-* 
ders of oxygen can be carried 
by climbers. Some rescue he¬ 
licopters carry larger cylin¬ 
ders. 

The use o( oxygen in moun¬ 
tain rescue is l>epeflcial at 
high altitudes and, in*sea res¬ 
cue. it speeds up the process 
of rewarming the body core. 


Oxygen was used at Port An¬ 
geles on Tuesday. 

Collis said that the ’ demon¬ 
stration showed what we 
wanted it to." 

He and Eckerson entered 
the strait from a U.S. Coast 
Guard cutter and stayed in 
the water until their tempera¬ 
ture dropped about four de¬ 
grees Fahrenheit. 

"Eckerson’s temperature, 
dropped to close to 95 F in 
about 45 minutes and T wasn’t 
far behind," Collis said. 

They were picked up by a 
coast guard helicopter and the 
rewarming process began. 

In the 10 minutes it took to 
transfer the men to the heli¬ 


copter. Eckerson’s tempera¬ 
ture dropped from 95 to 93 
and Collis’ from 96 to 91' 2 . 
This is the after-drop which 
can occur and which can 
cause death if the person lias 
been cooled too much. 

Eckerson was given the in¬ 
halation rewarming treatment 
and Collis w'as. not. Eckerson 
was rewarmed more quickly. 
Water was heated in a small 
receptacle and .oxygen was 
bubbled into it. Eckerson in¬ 
haled the mixture of oxygen 
and steam through a mask. 

“We were rewarmed in 
alxjut an hour," Collis said. 
"Eckerson had a greater tem¬ 


perature drop and rewarmed 
faster, by about 10 minutes. It 
was a worthwhile day." 

Ensign Rick Glover. U.S. 
Coast Guard project officer 
from Washington, D.C., who 
observed the* demonstration, 
called it "one of the most ef¬ 
ficient recovery devices we’ve 
seen.” 

He said there was a "high 
possibility" that it will be 
adopted by the coast guard. 
"We’d like to develop a self- 
contained portable apparatus 
. for the rewarming." 

Dr. Alan Steinman, public 
health officer with the U.S. 
Coast Guard at Port Angeles, 
said he was "quite pleased.” 


He hHS worked with the Vic¬ 
toria team before. "From pre¬ 
vious experiments," he said, 
"we have shown that the ox¬ 
ygen stops the after-drop." 

He said the method of 
warming the body exterior 
can be dangerous if a person 
is very deeply hypothermic. 
In such cases the body exteri¬ 
or can be as cold as the 
water. Then, when the exteri¬ 
or is warmed, the blood ves¬ 
sels dilate, warm blood flows 
from the core, is cooled by 
the cold body and returns cold 
to the heart. 

"This can kill a person," he 
said. "It is safer to warm the 
body from the inside out."

One instructor and studio

The three forms are charac¬ 
terized by show's of strength, 
power and punches (basic 
karatel; sweeps, throws and 
holds with no strikes (basic 
judo); and soft, flowing de¬ 
fense demonstrations (basic 
kung fu). 

A combination of this sort is 
necessitated by the nature of 
the time and the reasons peo¬ 
ple are interested in the mar¬ 
tial arts, said Dick Willel. 
who manages eight Tracy’s 
schools. 

“People take lessons to 
learn self-defence, ’ said Wil- 
let. “And you don’t walk 
around on the streets carrying 
an antique sword or con¬ 
templating Zen. So why teach 
the martial arts this way? 

“If the traditionalists w-ant 
to drive around in Model T’s 
that’s fine, as long as they 
don't trv lo convince everyone 
it runs like a Porsche.” 

A: ire y’s, students are di¬ 
vided into whites, browns and 
blacks (belts, that is). The 
whites are subdivided into 
oranges, purples, blues and 
greens because, says Willel, 
"we get tired of people run¬ 
ning around in dirty old white

It takes about three years 
to achieve a black belt and it 
costs in the range of a thou¬ 
sand dollars. 

Seventh-degree black 
be iters, meanwhile, frequent¬ 
ly cringe at "private lessons 
4 iU gicup rates” offering “the 
ultimate in self-defence and 
physical toning." Schools 
spring up promising “yellow” 
belts as fast as customers' 
cash can be buckled into a 
contract, they say. because 


essentially all you need to go 
into the martial arts business 
is a business licence. 

“I am ashamed sometimes 
to say I am a martial arts 
teacher,” said Jong Lee, a 
seventh-degree black belt. Al¬ 
though business is good, he 
grieves. 

People have come to believe 
that all martial arts means is 
kicking and punching around, 
said Lee. They forget that it 
comes from the Buddhist 
monks and that traditional, 
spiritual values are involved. 

Lee blames “those ridicu¬ 
lous movies” the chop sock- 
ics, as the trade calls them 
from “The Mysterious Dr. 
Kung Fu” (1929) on down. 


“All over the country and 
now even in the Oriental 
countries people go to a 
karate school with orre idea,” 
said Lee. “They want to learn 
to defend themselves. Parents 
have problems with kids in 
school and they have them 
begin karate instruction.” 

Lee said the parents want 
their children capable of 
whipping “whoever did some¬ 
thing lo them.” 

“It’s a big business and my 
conscience does not always 
approve of it,” says one vet¬ 
eran instructor. 

In the words of an entrepre¬ 
neur, however, “religion has 
gone out of it now and that 
suits me just fine.”

Air-fare rules

changes sought 


The provincial government 
has asked the federal Cabinet 
to tighten regulations govern¬ 
ing the Canadian Transport 
'Commission’s Air transport 
committee in connection with 
air fares. 

Transport Minister Robert 
Strachan announced the re¬ 
quest for amendments Tues¬ 
day. 

He said the rule changes 
requested were generally 
minor but could mean a great 
deal to the public. 

Basically the province is 
asking that 90 days notice be 
given of proposed tariff in¬ 
creases to enable organ Na¬ 
tions or individuals wishing to 
rirotest time to prepare their 
objections. Under existing 
regulations air carriers are 
given virtually unlimited time 
to prepare their cases for an 
increase in fares while objec¬ 
tors, said Strachan “are se¬ 
verely limited” in the time 
allowed to prepare their ob¬ 
jections. 

The minister 6aid the re¬ 
quest to the federal govern¬ 
ment was in the form of a pe¬ 
tition “which goes beyond an 
appeal.” It would “amend the 
rule of procedure to guaran¬ 
tee natural justice to all inter¬ 
veners.” 

Charles Dalfen, B.C.’s dep¬ 
uty transport minister, said in 
an interview the petition was

healings in May which grant¬ 
ed major .fare increases to Air 
Canada, CP Air and Pacific 
Western Airlines. 

Along with Saskatchewan 
and Manitoba, B.C. inter¬ 
vened in the May hearings 
but Dalfen said they were 
treated as “some sort of a 
nuisance.”

Canadian Press 

Victoria Press Ltd., publish¬ 
er of the evening Times and 
morning Colonist, has told its 
union employees it must have 
a reply by Aug. 1 to cost-cut¬ 
ting proposals if the two- 
paper operation is to continue. 

Victoria Joint Council of 
Newspaper Unions, represent¬ 
ing 350 people, ^aid in reply it 
is asking Vancouver labor 
consultant Clive McKee for 
assistance. McKee was a pro¬ 
vincial labor department ne¬ 
gotiator before setting up his 
own consulting firm. 

Both sides gave their posi¬ 
tions in letters circulated 
among employees during the 
last several days. 

Victoria Press, owned by 
FP Publications Ltd., says it 
has lost more than $600,000 
since June, 1974, when a six- 
month strike ended. 

Stuart Underhill, vice- 
president of Victoria Press 
and Times publisher, said in a 
July 14 letter to unions that 
“without positive action” be¬ 
fore Aug. 1 to company pro¬ 
posals “there appears to be 
no alternative but to recom¬ 
mend reduction to a single¬ 
paper operation which will .en¬ 
tail a heavy cutback of staff.” 

Roger Stonebanks, co-chair¬ 
man of the joint council, said 
in a July 18 letter to general 
manager J. C. Melville of Vic¬ 
toria Press, “It is clear . . . 
that we are far apart on tlie 
matters before us.” 

The letter, posted on bulle¬ 
tin boards in both news¬ 
papers. said council was af>- 
proaching McKee for help 
under terms of a letter of 
agreement with the company. 

Urtderhill’s letter to the 
joint council, circulated by 


the company to staffers on 
July 15, said Victoria Press 
has met repeatedly with 
unions in seeking co-oj>eration 
to “save a twopaper opera¬ 
tion in Victoria as well as the 
jobs of many employees." 

Specifically, “We have re¬ 
quested that the unions elimi¬ 
nate all wasteful and unneces¬ 
sary make-work practices 
such as ‘bogys setting,’ extra 
L^undling in the mail room apd 
over-manning in the press and 
mail room. At present, we are 
being forced to carry more 
staff in each of these 'depart¬ 
ments than before the strike. 

“We also requested that 
wages be held at levels of 
January, 1975, (among the 
highest in Canada) until such 
time as the papers are back 
in a sound operating position. 
With such ro-ojteration, we 
were and still are prepared to 
continue trying to maintain a

Don Owen, head of the pro¬ 
tection division, said Tuesday 
that the cost of fighting the 
nearly 2.000 fires to date this 
year has been $3,247,949, 
while last year's cost to the 
same date was $1,547,796. 

He blamed lightning storms 
during recent weeks for pro¬ 
ducing some 1,300 new fires in 
the province. 

He said the Vancouver dis¬ 
trict has had 515 fires to date 
this year, compared with only 
59 to the same date last year. 

“If present trends continue 
we’ll certainly have a record 
year,” Owen said. 

“Fortunately none of the 
fires so far has become a 
major blaze in terms of size. 
They just cost a lot to fight,” 
he added.

every member of the team 
has to become a professional 
beggar in order to attend a 
national final,” he said. 

But the team was not with¬ 
out its fans on council. 

“The thought is sickening,” 
Aid. Ken Hill said of the pos¬ 
sibility that the team couldn’t 
attend the championships. 
Aid. Robert Peden and Aid. 
Conrad Lundgren voted along 
with Hill against the motion 
denying financial support. 

The team is trying to get a 
provincial grant as well as 
raising money through other 
means in order to attend the 
championships.

■ Wedding joins 
two fortunes 
from shipping

ATHENS (UPIi Christina 
Onassis, one of the world’s 
richest women, Tuesday mar¬ 
ried the son of a mul¬ 
ti-millionaire Greek shipowner 
in a chapel on a dusty hill¬ 
side. Hundreds of Greeks 
fought for a glimpse of the 
bride and her stepmother. 
Jacqueline Kennedy Onassis. 

Women in the crowd yelled 

Jackie! Jackie!” and 
"Christina, long life!" as the 
two women arrived, separate¬ 
ly but almost simultaneously, 
45 minutes late for the wed¬ 
ding of Christina. 24, and 
Alexander Andreadis. 30. 

The marriage, announced 
only 24 hours earlier, came as 
a surprise. Christina had teen 
engaged to Peter Goulandris, 
s< ion of yet another Greek 
shipping family. Christina and 
Alexander had been dating 
only a month, friends said. 

Christina, still in mourning 
for her father Aristotle Onas- 
sis. who died four months ago 
and left her his billion dollar 
shipping empire, wore a long 
^ileated and ruffled gown of 
l»ale yellow chiffon and no 
veil. 

Because Andreadis is still 
completing his military ser¬ 
vice, working at an office job 
in thp Athens Western Greece 
army headquarters, the cou¬ 


ple could not-* |gavc the 
country for their T^H^moon. 
a family source said. 

Where they would go was 
not disclosed but friends said 
they probably would speijd 
some .time on Skorpios and 
then cruise the Greek islands 
in the Onassis ocean-going 
yacht Christina. 

In keeping with what family 
sources had said was a 
deathbed promise to her fa¬ 
ther, Christina had been ex¬ 
pected to marry the 27-year- 
old Goulandris, her childhood 
sweetheart and constant com¬ 
panion, after her six months 
of mourning ended in Sep¬ 
tember. 

Christina was married once 
liefore in 1971 to Joseph 
Bolker, a Los Angeles real es¬ 
tate agent 26 years older than 
she. Like Andreadis. she had 
known him only a short time , 
and the marriage was brief. 

Andreadis is the youngest 
son of Prof. Stratis Andreadis, 
a Soiixinne-educated econo¬ 
mist-turned-business tycoon. 
His holdings include two 
banks, a fleet of tankers and 
other ships, an oil refinery, a 
shipyard and the electric rail¬ 
way line linking Athens to the 
jxirt of Piraeus and the su¬ 
burb of Kifissia.

Canada braced for suit 
over sale to Argentina 


OTTAWA (UPI) — Canada could have a law¬ 
suit on its hands if Argentina rejects Canadian 
attempts to impose unilaterally new safety terms on a 
signed contract for delivery of a Candu nuclear 
reactor. 

Energy Minister Donald Macdonald said in an 
interview Tuesday that Argentina was “upset” by the 
new Canadian demands. He said, however, that Canada 
would not honor the contract even though he realized 
it could lay this country open to a damage suit. 

The $300 million Candu sale 
is to be part of a $700 million 
project at Cordoba for which 
Italy is providing the non¬ 
nuclear generator and elec¬ 
trical distribution equipment. 

Macdonald said that if it 
proved impossible to get Ar¬ 
gentine approval of the new 
safeguards — designed to pre¬ 
vent Candu waste products 
from being used to produce 
atomic weapons - The Candu 
would not be shipped. In that 
case, the project “probably 
will be a white elephant and a 
lawsuit,” he said. 

“There is always the possi¬ 
bility that we would be found 
in default of contract and li¬ 
able for damages.” 

The contract with Argentina 
as originally signed in 1973 
provided for only one safe¬ 
guard: inspection by the In¬ 
ternational Atomic Energy As- 
socation. The IAEA inspec¬ 
tion failed to prevent Canadi¬ 
an equipment being used in 
the 1974 explosion of a nuclear 
device by India. 

Macdonald said, “Unilater¬ 
ally we came back and said 
that as a result of the Indian 
test we have to renegotiate 
new safeguards.” 


Macdonald said Canada was 
insisting on new safeguards 
partially because of “political 
events” in Argentina. 

The safeguards stipulate 
that s|>ent Candu reactor fuel, 
from which plutonium could 
be extracted, not be re- 
proccessed or transferred out 
of Argentina without Canadi¬ 
an approval and supervision. 

Asked whether Argentina 
might reject these conditions. 
Macdonald said. “I think that 
is a possibility, and in tlrat 
particular case, if they don't 
like the proposed safeguards, 
the project will not go 
ahead.” 

“I think it is fair to say we 
have not arranged final 
terms ... I can’t say if the 
negotiations will be completed 
or not. 

“I think they are a little 
upset and wonder where Ca¬ 
nadian demands come to an 
end.” 

Asked whether the Argen¬ 
tine refusal to accept the new 
cbnditions did not indicate in¬ 
tent to reprocess Candu fuel 
to produce a bomb. Mac¬ 
donald said “They may just 
object to having these negoti¬ 
ations imposed unilaterally.”

WINNIPEG (CP) Indian 
Affairs Minister Judd Buchan¬ 
an threatened legal action 
Tuesday to halt Manitoba Hy¬ 
dro's Nelson River project 
unless the provincial govern¬ 
ment produces more informa¬ 
tion about the project within 
two weeks. 

At a news conference here, 
the minister said there is a 
“distinct possibility” of Hie 
federal government seeking 
an injunction to stop work on 
the project if ihe information 
requested is not available by 
Aug. -6. 

Buchanan met with Pre¬ 
mier Ed Schreycr earlier 
Tuesday and said the premier 
had agreed to supply details 
of flooding expected from the 
giant j»ower project and ihe 
government's compensation 
plans for northern residents. 

However, die minister said 
his department was fed up 
with delays in obtaining infor¬ 
mation from the Manitoba 
government. He said he told 
the premier tha/t court action 
could be launched if the Aug. 

6 deadline is not met. 

The $3-billion hydro-electric 
project involves the diversion 
of part of the waters of the 
Churchill River to help drive 
turbines in |tower stations 
being built along the lower 
Nelson River. 

The project is a joint fe¬ 
deral-provincial undertaking, 
and its major components ate 
nearing completion. The two 
governments have also co¬ 
operated in an extensive 
study of the environmental 
impacts of the plan. 

Much of the recent criticism 
of the project has centred on 
flixxling expected at the Nel¬ 
son House Indian reserve 400 
miles north or Winnipeg and 
at other Indian communities 
along the diversion route. 

The provincial government 
has promised compensation 
for damages caused by the 
project, but has refused to re¬ 


cognize a group known as the 
Northern Flood Committee as 
the sole bargaining agent lor 
northern residents. 

The federal government has 
supported the efforts of the 
flood committee. 

l.ater in the day. Schreyer 
made public copies of a tele¬ 
gram and correspondence on 
the subject sent Tuesday to 
Prime Minister Trudeau out-’ 
lining steps the Manitoba gov¬ 
ernment lias taken to protect 
native interests. 


In tlie telegram, tlie pre¬ 
mier said he was “astounded” 
that Buchanan had threatened 
legal action after what 
Schreyer described as a 
“rather worthwhile meeting” 
willi the federal minister.

Prisoners aiding 
oil spill cleanup 


KEY WEST, Fla. (UPI) 
Volunteers and prison in¬ 
mates .joined scores of U.S. 
Coast Guardsmen Tuesday in 
trying to mop up a massive 
oil slick that washed ashore in 
the Florida Keys from a 
tanker that apparently dump¬ 
ed the sticky sludge deliber¬ 
ately. 

Florida has tlie toughest oil 
spill damage law in the na¬ 
tion, and coast guard inves¬ 
tigators said they hoped to 
find the ship responsible by 
tracing oil sampled. Failure to 
report and contain an oil spill 
is a felony under Florida law, 
and in punishable by fines of 
up to $50,000 a day. 

About 20,000 gallons of shiny 
black goo already has drifted 


ashore and the coast guard 
said two more concentrations 
of the oil were expected to hit 
the shoreline later. The coast 
guard said the tanker ap¬ 
parently dumped the oil in 
flushing its tanks. 

The “major spill” dumped 
84,000 to 126,000 gallons into 
the water and was carried to¬ 
ward a 25-mile stretch of 
Florida keys beaches and 
patches of mangrove from 
Boca Chica Key north to Big 
Pine Key. 

The coast guard said tlie 
spill probably occurred Fri¬ 
day night in the Florida 
Straits, and investigators 
were tracking down ships 
known to be in that area at 
that time. ,

Marguerite gets a ticket 


The Princess Marguerite, 
grand old girl of the Strait of 
Juan de Fuca has been given 
a traffic ticket. 

After receiving a number of 
complaints, the United States 
Coast Guard cutter Point Ben¬ 
nett recently observed the 
Marguerite venturing outside 
the Puget Sound vessel traffic 
system off Marrows tone 
Point. 

Chief Donald Lefrancis, 
commanding officer of the 
Point Bennett, said the ship 
was about 500 yards outside 


the traffic lane and about the 
same distance from tlie point. 

Tie said the Marguerite 
passed 75 to 200 yards from 
four fishing vessels, and did 
not appear to reduce speed. 
He estimated .the ship’s wake 
left waves of three to. four 
feet. 

The Marguerite was cited 
for iHissible violation 9 f the 
vessel traffic lane system al*id 
with creating a hazard</us sit¬ 
uation with her wake by 
failing to reduce speed. 

Capt. S. S. Beckwith of the 


Coast Guard district office in 
Seattle said Tuesday he w-as 
asking the B.C. government, 
owner of the Marguerite, for 
its side in the issue. 

He said he would not pre¬ 
judge the ship’s actions, but 
added that he suspected the 
ship, running on a tight sched¬ 
ule, was cutting corners td 
save time. He said such ac¬ 
tion was permissible, as long 
as advance notice was given 
the Coast Guard, and permis¬ 
sion granted in return. 


The Marguerite could be 
fined as much as $10,000 for"" 
wandering from the traffic 
lane, but Beckwith said it was 
seldom that the maximum 
fine was imposed. 

Harry Tyson, B.C. Steam¬ 
ship Co. general manager, 
said in Victoria Tuesday night 
he had heard nothing of the 
incident, and would be mak¬ 
ing inquiries.

After 70 Second 
World War combat missions 
as a fighter-bomber pilot, ho 
flew in the prairies, the Arctic 
and over coastal British Co¬ 
lumbia for charter compa¬ 
nies, commercial carriers, 
mining and timber outfits 
prior to joining MB in 1960. 


Today, Wallace owns a 
home just two minutes' drive 
from his hangar, and goes to 
sleep to the rumble of jumlxi 
jets flying directly over his 
house. His wife and sister-in- 
law are both licensed pilots 
and his eldest son flies an ex¬ 
ecutive jet for a department 
store chain. 


In addition to flying, Wal¬ 
lace oversees the day-to-day 
operations of a con .orate 
aviation operation that in¬ 
volves 13 full-time employees, 
including four pilots and four 
co-pilots, maintenance and of- 
tice staff. 

His safety standards and 
maintenance procedures are 
among the most stringent in 
the aviation industry, which 
accounts for the fact that "we 
haven't scratched a single 
passenger” in 15 years of fly¬ 
ing.

The twin-engine Gooses nre 
a familiar sight in coastal 
communities such as Nanai¬ 
mo.

From 1950 uniil he joined 
MacMillan Bloedel 15 years 
ago, Wallace covered just 
about every inch of air space 
over the B.C. coast, flying 
charters out of Prince Rupert, 
Vancouver, the Queen Char¬ 
lotte Islands and Port Hardy.

PORT ALBERNI Find¬ 
ings of a task force now inves¬ 
tigating all aspects of the hos¬ 
tel movement across Canada, 
when they become known, 
will be "acted upon promp¬ 
tly." Hugh Faulkner, secre¬ 
tary of state, said here Satur¬ 
day. 

Faulkner was speaking to 
an audience of youth hostel 
guests and a group of local 
residents involved in the es¬ 
tablishment of the Alberni 
hostel. 

Faulkner was in Port AJber- 
ni for one day at the invita¬ 
tion of Hugh Anderson. MP 
Comox-Alberni. 

His visit to the youth hostel 
in Smith Memorial School was 
timed to coincide with the din¬ 
ner hour, and he and the rest 
of the visitors sat down with 
the young people staying at 
the hostel to a typical meal of 
stew, rice and green salad. 

Faulkner’s comment came 
in reply to a question from 
Pat Deakin. co-ordinator of 
the hostel committee. 

After briefly tracing the 
five-year history of the com¬ 
mittee. Deakin said that they 
were "fed up with starting 
every year at square one — 
looking for suitable accommo¬ 
dation and funds." 

This, said Faulkner, was 
one of the main problems in 
the youth hostel movement, 
and one of the main reasons 
f^r the task force. 

"It is only in the last five or 
six years that we have en¬ 
countered the problem of ac¬ 
commodating large numbers 
of young people travelling to 
the country on very limited 
funds." he said. "And so far it 
has been up the the individual 
communities to set up what¬ 
ever ad hoc facilities they felt 
necessary to handle them. In 
many cases this has proven 
an inadequate applhoach." 

Faulkner said it was possi¬ 
ble in countries like Britian, 
to organize and maintain a

system of youth hostels, and 
it had been accomplished for 
many years.

As a result, the city engi¬ 
neer has recommended that 
water meters be installed 
throughout, the system as a 
new basis for charging for 
water consumption, to offset 
future expenditures, and at 
the same time bring about a 
reduction in water usage. 

Experience has shown, the 
engineer pointed out. that the 
introduction of a metered sys¬ 
tem brings about a 30 per 
cent reduction in w ater use. 

The engineer also recom¬ 
mended that to obtain the 
necessary consumption data 
as a guide for the new 
charges. 100 residential water 
meters be purchased, at an 
estimated cost of $11,000, and 
installed at various points in 
the city. 

In committee, city council 
had approved the entire pro¬ 
gram. and the motion put al 
the Iasi council meeting was 
to cet the trial program, es¬ 
timated to run for a year, 
under way. 


The complete installation of 
a metered system, at a cost of 
some $660,000, had been 
agreed to in principle, and it 
was at this ])oint that a dis¬ 
agreement took place. 

Aid. George McKnight said 
that he agreed that meters 
were probably the answer to 
the water problem, since 
"water rates must be raised 
in some way and the flat rate, 
as we now have it, is unfair to 
many people in the communi¬ 
ty who use very little water." 

However, he said, agreeing 
in principal did not mean that 
he would in fact vote for the 
metering system, if the tests 
showed that this was not the 
final answer. Aid. Jim Ro¬ 
bertson agreed with him on 
this point. 

Mayor Howard McLean and 
Aid. Mel Massey both disa¬ 
greed with this viewpoint. The 
test, McLean said, was mere¬ 
ly the preliminary step to in¬ 
troduction of water meters, 
and to run the test without 
agreeing to this, point was a 
"pure waste of $11,000 of the 
taxpayers’ money.” 

Massey said the tests would 
only prove one thing, "How 
much to charge for metered 
water." 

At ter considerable discus¬ 
sion the motion was tabled 
until the next council meeting.

NANAIMO — A Nanaimo 
jeweller, Paul Harding, Tues¬ 
day said he had decided to ac¬ 
cept die apologies of Nanaimo 
police officials for the arrest 
of his 16-year-old son during a 
major disturbance in down¬ 
town Nanaimo Saturday night 
and early Sunday. 

Harding was one of 78 per¬ 
sons arrested during a near 
riot on Commercial Street as 
pre-bathtub race celebrations 
got out of hand. 

It was learned Tuesday that 
the Harding boy had been 
sent to his father’s store after 
the family had been informed 
by police that store windows 
had been broken and some je¬ 
wellery items looted by 
members of the unruly mob 
i of about 500 persons. 

Inadvertently, police scoop¬ 
ed the lad up along with 
another youth, a family 
friend, as the street were 
cleared and an end was put to 
the violence that rocked the 
city. 

The too boys were later re¬ 
leased without charges being 
laid. 

Harding said he had earlier 
considered taking up the mat¬ 
ter of his son’s arrest with the 
provincial attorney general, 
but had since decided to ac¬ 
cept the apology offered by 
inspector D. J. Webster, head 
of Nanaimo RCMP detach¬ 
ment. 

Damage estimates from the 
• weekend rampage to date 
show Commercial Street dam¬ 
age to glass windows and 
doors of $3,400, and the loss 
from looting of stores at 
$3,000. 

The figures for the govern¬ 
ment liquor store on Cavan 
Street, which was also broken 
into by the mob, show' glass 
damage of $500 and stolen or 
broken stock valued at $700. 

In all, 19 stores and other 
business places were dam¬ 
aged in the four-hour ram¬ 
page. 

Police and merchants agree 
that the total damage es¬ 
timate is likely to exceed 
$10,000 when tallies are com¬ 
plete. 

Provincial court Judge Jack 
Caldwell said Tuesday he is 
"fed up with disturbances" in 
Nanaimo beer parlors, and he 
promised to come down hard 
on those found guilty of such 
acts. 

He kept his promise min- 
ules later when Guy Rich¬ 
ards, 23, of New Brunswick, 
and Miss Lorraine Little of 
Nanaimo, pleaded guilty to 
causing a disturbance in the 
Balmoral Hotel beer parlor 
Friday night. 

During the disturbance beer 
glasses were thrown about the 
room, there were fights and 
14 persons were arrested. 
.Judge Caldwell, sentenced, 
Richards and Miss Little to 
seven days in jail, and said 
jail terms would be handed 
down in all such future cases 
coming before him. 

Five persons appeared in 
provincial court Tuesday to 
face charges of unlawful as¬ 
sembly in connection with the 
Saturday night rampage. All 
pleaded not guilty -and were 
set over for trial at a later 
date. 

About 65 persons are ex¬ 
pected to be summonsed to 
court to face similar charges 
" ithin the next two weeks.

Tourists enjoy Miracle Beach

M I R A C L E BEACH 
"Long ago, it is said, a mira¬ 
cle took place near here. The 
local Cape Mudge Indians 
were poor, and were harried 
by warlike neighbors. 

"Then a stranger came to 
thenii and gave them protec¬ 
tion and wealth, but they for¬ 
got his kindness and became 
lazy. Soon the fierce Covv- 
ichans fell upon them, and 
they were saved only by the 
return of the stranger. 

"He was angry, and so that 
they would not forget him 
again, he to>>k their princess, 
and he turned her to stone, 
and he placed her for all to 
see. She lies to this day in the 
waters offshore as Mitlenatch 
Island." 

This quotation comes from 
an informational sign at the 
beautiful Miracle Reach pro¬ 
vincial park, 18 miles north of 
Courtenay. 

Today, the petrified Indian 
princess watches from her 
offshore stone prison an in¬ 
vasion of * thousands of 
tourists. 

The park has a lot to offer 
acres of sandy beach, 
about 200 camping units, a na¬ 
ture house with many inter¬ 
esting exhibits, picnics in a 
natural forest setting or a 
walk abng the 
nature tr|ail. 

Visitor* come here to join -i 
conducted nature tour, relax 
on the beach, swim in the 
ocean or hire a boat and visit 
the Indian Princess turned 
.Mitlenatch Island to view the 
spectacular nesting sea birds. 

Crabs, trees and ferns are 
in abundance. The nature 
house is. perhaps, the focal 
point of the park. 

The building contains dis- 
plavs about the park, conser¬ 
vation and natural history. 

Park naturalist Cy Morehen 
and park assistants Trisha 
Fockler, Vancouver: Kathryn 
Morton. Nanaimo, and Nancy 
Buck of Penticton are respon¬ 
sible for making a visit to the 
nature house. 

Each morning nature walks 
are conducted, starting with 
the Sword Fern nature trail. 
The tour along ihc trail, filled’ 
with information signs de¬ 
tailing the many things to he 
observed, takes about 20 min¬ 
utes.

B.C. Pen prisoners 
starting cell sit-in 


NEW WESTMINSTER (CPj 
The Prisoners’ Union Com¬ 
mittee said Tuesday that a 
two-day work stoppage by 
prisoners at the B.C. Peniten¬ 
tiary here would begin at 
midnight, when the prisoners 
are locked in their tells any¬ 
way. 

The PUC, which claims to 
represent 300 prisoners, said 
the work stoppage would be a 
non-violent action and securi¬ 
ty staff was asked to co¬ 
operate “by maintaining the 
non-violent atmosphere.” 

It said the demands of the 
prisoners indudec recognition 


of the prisoners' union, the 
right to hold meetings and 
democratic secret ballot elec¬ 
tions. and the right to bargain 
collectively with the solicitor- 
general’s department to im¬ 
prove working and living con¬ 
ditions in the institution. 

Five hanged 

ALEPPO. Syria (AFPi 
Five Syrians convicted of 
murder have been hanged in 
the last 48 hours, it was an¬ 
nounced Tuesday. Three were 
executed Monday and the 
other two Tuesday. 


The committee said the

Wake hazardous? 


Canada braced for suit 
over sale to Argentina 


OTTAWA (UPI) — Canada could have a law¬ 
suit on its hands if Argentina rejects Canadian- 
attempts to impose unilaterally new safety terms on a 
signed contract for delivery of a Candu nuclear 
reactor. 

Energy Minister Donald Macdonald said in an 
interview Tuesday that Argentina was “upset” by the 
new Canadian demands. He said, however, that Canada 
would not honor the contract 'even though he realized 
it could lay this country open to a damage suit. 

The $300 million Candu sale 
is to be part of a $700 million 
project at Cordoba for which 
Italy is providing the non¬ 
nuclear generator and elec¬ 
trical distribution equipment. 

Macdonald said that if it 
proved impossible to get, Ar¬ 
gentine approval of the new 
safeguards — designed to pre¬ 
vent Candu waste products 
from being used to produce 
atomic weapons — the Candu 
would not be shipped. In that 
case, the project “probably 
will be a white elephant and a 
lawsuit.” he said. 

“There is always the possi¬ 
bility that we would be found 
in default of contract and li¬ 
able for damages.” 

The contract with Argentina 
as originally signed in 1973 
provided for only one safe¬ 
guard: inspection by the In¬ 
ternational Atomic Energy As¬ 
soc a ti on. The IAEA inspec¬ 
tion failed to prevent Canadi¬ 
an equipment being used in 
the 1974 explosion of a nuclear 
device by India. 

Macdonald said, “Unilater¬ 
ally we came back and said 
that as a result of the Indian 
test we have to renegotiate 
new safeguards.” 


Macdonald said Canada was 
insisting on new safeguards 
partially because of “political 
events" in Argentina. 

The ‘safeguards stipulate 
that spent Candu reactor fuel, 
from which plutonium could 
be extracted, not lie re¬ 
processed or transferred out 
of Argentina without Canadi¬ 
an approval and supervision. 

Asked whether Argentina 
might reject these conditions, 
Macdonald said, “I think that 
is a possibility, and in thai 
particular case, if they don’t 
like the proposed safeguards, 
the project will not go 
ahead.” 

“I think it is fair to say we 
have not arranged final 
terms ... I can’t say if the 
negotiations will be completed 
or not. 

“I think they are a little 
upset and w-onder where Ca¬ 
nadian demands come to an 
end.” 

Asked whether the Argen¬ 
tine refusal to accept the new , 
conditions did not indicate in¬ 
tent to reprocess Candu fuel 
to produce a bomb. Mac¬ 
donald said, “They may just 
object to having these negoti¬ 
ations imposed unilaterally.” 


Opposition leaves 
arrest-reduced 
India parliament 


NEW DELHI <AP) Op¬ 
position legislators walked out 
of the upper house of the In¬ 
dian Parliament Tuesday 
after it overwhelmingly air- 
proved Prime Minister Indira 
Gandhi’s emergency powers. 

“We are satisfied that no 
useful purpose will be served 
by our taking part in the- fur¬ 
ther proceedings of this ses¬ 
sion of Parliament, for it is 
clearly in no position to dis¬ 
charge the functions of a free 
and democratic Parliament.” 
Socialist Leader N. G. Goray 
announced. 

When he finished reading 
his statement on behalf of all 
political parties except the go 
veming Congress and its 
Communist supporters, the 
opposition left the chamber, 
protesting Mrs. Gandhi’s 
arrests of their leaders and 
imposition*^ of news cen¬ 
sorship. Thirty-two members 
left the upper house. 

The walkout, which herald¬ 
ed an opposition boycott of 
the remaining days of this 
week's Parliament session, 
means that the 240-member 
upper house will be left with

OTTAWA (CP) — Finance 
Minister Turner has brought a 
libel suit against the CBC 
over references to him car¬ 
ried in news broadcasts last 
March. In a statement of 
claim filed Monday in Ontario 
Supreme Court Turner seeks 
damages plus legal costs. 

Libellous statements arc al 
leged to have been made in 
news broadcasts that dealt 
with claims of attempted bid- 
fixing for a tender to raise a 


sunken barge off Prince Ed¬ 
ward Island in 1970. 

The broadcasts discussed 
possible links between the 
P.E.I. proposal, and the Ha¬ 
milton harbor dredging scan¬ 
dal. 

Turner’s statement of claim 
says the CBC implied that he 
was corrupt, guilty of bribery, 
misused and abused his office 
as a cabinet minister and was 
a party to a criminal conspir¬ 
acy. 

No date has been set for 
hearing the case.

At a news conference here, 
the minister said there was a 
“distinct jwssibility” of the 
feder.il government seeking 
an injunction to stop work on 
the project if the information 
requested was not available 
by Aug. 6. 

Buchanan met with Pre¬ 
mier Ed Schreyer earlier 
Tuesday and said the premier 
hud agreed to supply details 
of flooding expected from the 
giant power project and the 
government’s compensation 
plans for northern residents. 

However, the minister said 
his department was led up 
with delays in obtaining infor¬ 
mation from the Manitoba 
government. He said he (old 
the premier that court action 
could be launched if the Aug. 
6 deadline was not met. 

The $3-billion hydro-electric 
project involves the diversion 
of part of the waters of the 
Churchill River to help drive 
turbines in power stations 
being built along the lower 
Nelson River. 

The project is a joint fe¬ 
deral-provincial undertaking, 
and its major components are 
nearing completion. The two 
governments have also co¬ 
operated in an extensive 
study of the environmental 
imi»acts of the plan. 

Much of the recent criticism 
of the project has centred on 
flooding expected at the Nel¬ 
son 'House Indian reserve -100 
miles north of Winnipeg and 
at other Indian communities 
along the diversion route. 

The provincial government 
has promised compensation 
for damages caused by the 
project, but has refused to re¬ 


cognize a group known as the 
Northern Flood Committee as 
the sole bargaining agent for 
northern residents. 

The federal government has 
supported the efforts ol the 
flood committee. 

Later in the day, Schreyer 
made public copies of a tele¬ 
gram and correspondence on 
the subject sent Tuesday to 
Prime Minister Trudeau out¬ 
lining steps thf Manitoba gov¬ 
ernment had taken to protect 
native interests. 


In the telegram, the pre¬ 
mier said he was “astounded” 
that Buchanan had threatened 
legal action after wliat 
Schreyer described as . a 
"rather worthwhile meeting" 
with the federal minister. 

The premier said the corre- 
s[>ondence sent with the tele¬ 
gram to the prime minister 
“makes it clear we have un¬ 
dertaken all along to provide 
condensation for tangible 
losses” to those adversely af¬ 
fected by the project. 


Prisoners aiding 
oil spill cleanup 


KEY WEST. Fla. (UPl) 
Volunteers and prison in¬ 
mates joined scores of U.S 
Coast Guard§men Tuesday in 
trying to mop up a massive 
oil slick that washed a. v in 
the Florida Keys from a 
tanker that apparently dump¬ 
ed the sticky sludge deliber¬ 
ately. 

Florida has the toughest oil 
spill damage law in the na¬ 
tion. and coast guard inves¬ 
tigators said they hoped to 
find the ship responsible by 
tracing oil samples. Failure to 
report and contain an oil spill 
is a felony under Florida law. 
and in punishable by fines of 
up to $50,000 a day. 

About 20,000 gallons of shiny 
black goo already has drifted 


ashore and the coast guard 
said two more concentrations 
of the oil were expected to hit 
the shoreline later. The coast 
guard said the tanker ap¬ 
parently dumped the oil in 
flushing its tanks. 

The “major spill” dumped 
84,000 to 126,000 gallons into 
the water and was carried to¬ 
ward a 25-mile stretch of 
Florida keys beaches and 
patches of mangrove from 
Boca Cliica Key north to Big 
Pine Key. 

The coast guard said the 
spill probably occurred Fri¬ 
day night in the Florida 
Straits, and investigators 
were tracking down ships 
known to be in that area at 
that time.

Marguerite gets a ticket 


The Princess Marguerite, 
grand old girl of the Strait of 
Juan de Fucu, has been given 
a traffic ticket. 

After receiving a number of 
complaints, the United States 
Coast Guard cutter Point Ben¬ 
nett recently observed the 
Marguerite venturing outside 
-lha.Puget Sound vessel traffic 
system off Marrowstone 
Point 

Chief Donald Lefrancis, 
commanding 'officer of the 
Point Bennett, said the ship 
was about 500 yards outside 


the traffic lane and about the 
same distance from the point. 

He said the Marguerite 
passed 75 to 200 yards from 
four fishing vessels, and did 
not appear to reduce speed. 
He estimated the ship’s wake 
left waves of three to four 
feet. 

The Marguerite was cited 
for possible violation of the 
vessel traffic lane system and 
with creating a hazard</us sit¬ 
uation with her wake by 
failing to reduce speed. 

Capt. S. S. Beckwith of the 


coast guard district office in 
Seattle said Tuesday he was 
asking the B.C. government, 
owner of the Marguerite, for 
its side in the issue. 

He said he would not pre¬ 
judge the ship’s actions, but 
added that he suspected the 
ship, running on a tight sched¬ 
ule. was cutting comers to 
save time. He said such ac¬ 
tion was permissible, as long 
as advance notice was given 
the coast guard, and permis¬ 
sion'granted in return. 


The Marguerite could he 
fined as much as $10,000 for 
wandering from the traffic 
lane, but Beckwith said it was 
seldom that the maximum 
fine was imposed. 

Harry Tyson, B.C. Steam¬ 
ship Co. general manager, 
said in Victoria Tuesday night 
he had heard nothing of the 
incident, and would be mak¬ 
ing inquiries. 

The province purchased the 
Marguerite in April from Ca¬ 
nadian Pacific.

Peninsula fumes 
at court closure

An angry group of Saanich 
Peninsula residents went 
from a Central Saanich meet¬ 
ing Tuesday with nothing 
more than a promise that yet 
another meeting will be held 

at which their questions 
would be answered. 

That was the pledge by 
Larry Goble, regional co-or¬ 
dinator for the province's new 
iustice councils, made to 
about 30 policemen, social and 
probation workers, and others 
who met to discuss the clo¬ 
sure earlier this year of the 
peninsula’s provincial court. 

The meeting, which Goble 
said would be attended by 
those who made the decision 
to close the court and those 
with the authority to reopen 
•it. has been tentatively sche¬ 
duled for Aug. 5 at 7:30 p.m. 
in North Saanich Legion 
hall. 

Goble was under fire from 
the floor almost as soon as 
Central Saanich Mayor Jean 
Butler’s gavel fell Tuesday, 
as speaker after speaker rose 
to demand an explanation for 
the closure. 

He said he “knew all the 
reasons why the court had 
been closed” and was seeking 
input from the community in 
an effort to determine why it 
should not have been—or why 
it should be reopened. 

That, speakers from the 
floor said, was not the agenda 
they had in mind. , 

The court had been “arbi¬ 
trarily closed and with¬ 
drawn,” they said, with no 
reference to the community. 

The police had not been 
asked, peninsula probation of¬ 
ficers had not been asked, 
local welfare and family ser¬ 
vices officials had not been 
asked no one had been 
asked about the closure be¬ 
fore it was ordered. 

The group of about 30 
speakers 11 did not want to 
“go crawling on our knees” 
for a reopening-it wanted 
justification for the closure. 

It also wanted to know. 


speakers said, why the com¬ 
munity had not been consult¬ 
ed before the closure. 

Goble said he had no an¬ 
swers for the two basic que¬ 
stions posed by the group: 
Why was the court closed? 
When, if ever, would it be 
reopened? 

He said those who could an¬ 
swer the questions would be 
at the Aug. 5 meeting^ 

Members of the group ques¬ 
tioned the attorney-general’s 
department’s publicly-stated 
reasons for the closure. 

North Saanich Aid. Eric 
Sherwood said “if economics 
and delivery of sendees are 
the arguments for central¬ 
ization, what are the ar¬ 
guments against?” 

“I believe, and many others 
believe, exactly the opposite 
is true: it would be more eco¬ 
nomical and better services 
would be provided with a 
magistrate out here at least 
one day a week." 

A Sidney lawyer said he op¬ 
posed the closure and “cannot 
find one iota of validity in the 
public reasons given for the 
closure . . . nothing you peo¬ 
ple have said is the truth. We 
would like to know the real 
reasons.” 

Sidney RCMP Constable 
Tom Brown told ahe meeting 
police efficiency had not been 
improved by the closure. 


Nurses back 
wages pact 

The government and 1,600 
nurses employed in federal in¬ 
stitutions and northern com¬ 
munities signed an agreement 
Tuesday providing average 
wage increases of 29 per cent 
in the first year and 10 per 
cent in the second year. 

The agreement, retroactive 
to Jan.. 1, was reached after 
m o n t h s of negotiations. 
Nurses in some centres en¬ 
gaged in strikes after publica¬ 
tion in April of the concilia¬ 
tion report. The report was 
later approved by the nurses.

Library being blackmailed 
into regionalizing—Savage 


Greater Victoria's library is 
being “blackmailed” into re¬ 
gionalization, chairman Clyde 
Savage told the library board 
Tuesday. 

According to Savage, the 
provincial Library Develop¬ 
ment Commission is firm in 
its stand that Victoria will not 
receive a grant for 20 |>er cent 
ol the library budget unless 
the library is brought under 
the Capital Region Board. 

But Saanich Aid. Mel Cou- 
velier disagreed with Savage, 
saying that the last meeting 
with the commission Indicated 
that, regionalization is still ne¬ 
gotiable. 

Savage and Couvelier 


agreed, however, that the li¬ 
brary board should not take a 
lough stand against the com¬ 
mission. 

The board voted instead to 
continue with plans to present 
a $28,000 list of special proj¬ 
ects to the commission in Sep¬ 
tember, in the hope that the 
commission will make a spe¬ 
cial grant to cover most of the 
$32,000 which was unexpected¬ 
ly dropped from a grant this 
year. 

Regionalization has not 
been supported by Greater 
Victoria councils, except for 
Saanich, because they fear 
loss of control over rising li¬ 
brary costs. Members of the 
library board objected to a 
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Brown said he had spent the 
last two days in a Victoria 
courtroom to appear at cases 
which had subsequently been 
remanded. This had resulted, 
he said, in the town being 
deprived of his services for 
two days. 

‘’Those are just two exam¬ 
ples of the efficiency which 
has been created by the clo¬ 
sure.” Brown said. “I could 
cite many more.” 

Hugh Curtis. Saanich and 
The Islands MLA, drew ap¬ 
plause when he asked Goble: 
“Are we operating courts in 
British Columbia for the con¬ 
venience of the lawyers who 
go there or for the communi¬ 
ties they are supposed to 
serve? I fear the' former.”

Evidence obtained through 
Victoria police use of elec¬ 
tronic bugging gear in the 
Hancock-Proulx case may 
never by madfe public, de¬ 
fence lawyer Cecil Branson 
said Tuesday as the trial 
ended its second day in Vic- 
tom Provincial Court. 

He was speaking to news¬ 
men shortly after Judge Wil¬ 
liam Ostler confirmed in 
court that the entire trial of 
James Archie Hancock. 33, 
and Gilles Paul Proulx, 30, on 
a two-count charge of conspir¬ 
acy to commit armed rob¬ 
bery.'was being conducted as 
a trial within a trial. 

That means Ostler will 
make a ruling at or near the 
end of the trial, which is sche¬ 
duled for seven court sitting 
days, on the admissibility of 
all the evidence by the es¬ 
timated 25 witnesses. 

If he rules the evidence can 
be admitted into the record, it 
may be made public. If he 
decides the evidence is inad¬ 
missible, it will never be 
made public. 

Ostler’s statement came as 
prosecutor J. VV. Anderson 
said the trial would "come to 
grips with the significant part 
of the case” when it resumed 
loday. Indications were that 
lie meant the prosecution 
would make its first attempt 
to introduce tape recordings 
made by police. 

The tapes are considered 
the key issue in this first 
court, test of Canada's 1974 
eavesdropping law, the Pro¬ 
tection of Privacy Act. Re-' 
gardless of the outcome of the 
trial, an appeal is expected. 

Hancock and Proulx were 
arrested on the night of April 
25-26 and charged with con¬ 
spiring between April 1 and 25 
to rob one employee of the 
government liquor store, 1310 
Esquimau, and Mac’s Milk 
Convenience Store. 265 Men- 
zies. 

Outside court. Branson said 
the defence would not oppose 
reporting of legal rulings as 
Ostler made them during the 
trial, and of brief summaries 
of actual evidence. 

The first day had ended 
Monday with Ostler consider¬ 


ing an unusual legal point: 
Could he review a higher- 
court ruling? The specific rul¬ 
ing was authorization given 
April J1 by B.C. Supreme 
Court Justice R. A. Wootton 
for Victoria police to use 
wiretaps in the case. 

Ostler began the second day 
by deciding the Supreme 
Court justice’s signature was 
proof that the authorization 
was lawful. But he said he 
could review the ruling if the 
defence challenged it on 
grounds of W’ootton's reasons, 
or of material presented by 
police in seeking authoriza¬ 
tion. 

Victoria Detective Sgt 
Linar Hemstad, who had been 
unable Monday to recall com¬ 
plete details of the material, 
was questioned at length by 
Branson about the affadavit 
he provided for W'ootton. 

Hemstad‘testified that sur¬ 
veillance and other investiga¬ 
tive methods were tried be¬ 
fore April 11 but were not 
successful. 

His testimony led to Osier’s 
fourth ruling of the trial: tiiai 
the “interception” through jk>- 
lice use of wiretaps was law¬ 
fully made. 

Robert Gee. manager of the 
liquor store in April, testified 
its daily bank deposit might 
run as high as $5,000 to $7,000 
Sam Sa’d, manager of the 
Mac store, said its daily de¬ 
posit averaged $700. 

Two Victoria women tes¬ 
tified about the phone 
numbers in their homes and 
B.C. Telephone security inves¬ 
tigator Donald Gehring tes¬ 
tified on work done April 11 to 
link phones in two Victoria 
homes to a phone panel room 
in the basement of the Vic¬ 
toria police station. 

After another argument, 
this one on Gehring’s legal 
status. Ostler ruled it was 
enough for Hemstad to have a 
proper legal designation as an 
interceptor of phone calls, and 
Gehring and others involved 
in the process did not need 
such designations. 

Hemstad testified he con¬ 
nected the incoming link at 
the police station to tape re¬ 
corders. and that was where 
the second day ended. 


Expert on socialism: 

B.C. in Sweden’s footsteps

Jour nalist-tumed-author 
Paul Hurmuses has been tra¬ 
velling the province touting 
his new book, written this 
spring to make money and to 
increase the (lolitical aware¬ 
ness -of British Columbians to 
the deeds of the "state social¬ 
ists” governing the province. 

The book, now in its second 
printing of 3,800 copies, is ti¬ 
tled Sweden, 1975: Trouble in 
the welfare state paradise, 
but Hurmuses’ real message 
can be found in its subtitle: 
“An Omen for British Colum¬ 
bia.” 

In an interview he request¬ 
ed, the former foreign corre¬ 
spondent said he decided to 
write the book after arriving 
back in B.C. after a lengthy 
absence. 


”1 made the awesome dis¬ 
covery that socialists were 
running the province,” he 
said, and “I don’t like it.” 

While the book, issued by 
his own publishing company, 
makes reference to B.C., it 
deals primarily with the 
Swedish welfare state, which 
he said is “bursting at the 
seams.” 

He adamantly denied that 
his book was financed by anti- 
NDP groups and said he re¬ 
jected an offer by a political 
party he refused to name to 
buy a large number of copies 
for distribution. 

Hurmuses said he does not 
belong to any political party 
and does not plan to use the 
profit from the book’s sales 
for |»oHtical purposes. 

"I’ll use it to eat,” he said. 


While saving most of his 
venom for the NDP, he 
charged that the three opposi¬ 
tion parties “don’t do their 
homework,” and are “ineffec¬ 
tual and incapable of coping.” 

British Columbians are the 
most highly-taxed people in 
the country, he said. 

He said the government 
here has “imposed” a mas¬ 
sive amount of legislation 
with little thought and a “hor¬ 
rendous amount of money is 
being spent and wasted." 

“This government is the 
most jKAverful power brokers 
the province has ever seen. It 
took Bennett (former Premier 
W. A. C. Bennett) 20 years to 
establish his power.” 

B.C. is rapidly approaching 
the “ultimate in socialism,” 


he said, accusing the Barren 
government of planning a 
takeover of the resource in¬ 
dustry by taxing it to death. 

Hurmuses said he resents 
provincial cabinet ministers 
travelling to such foreign 
countries as Sweden “looking 
for foreign ideologies to im¬ 
pose here." 

While B.C.'s government 
may be “socialist,” he said he 
has found in his travels that 
people in the province were 
angiy and frustrated with 
£arretl and if a provincial 
vote was token now. the gov¬ 
ernment would be lucky if it 
won 20 per cent. 

He said he is now planning 
a new book, one that “will be 
a little closer to home” than 
&veden.

Collis and Eckerson of the 
physical education division of 
the University of Victoria’s 
faculty of education, in collab¬ 
oration with Dr. John Hay¬ 
ward of flic biology depart¬ 
ment, have developed a safety 
jacket over the past four 
years which helps maintain 
the heut of the body core, a 
lifesaving factor when a per¬ 
son is in cold water awaiting 
rescue. 

They also worked on the in¬ 
halation rewarming technique 
which supplies heated air to 


the person after he has been 
rescued. Il raises the inner 
hod v temperature more 
quickly than present methods 
and prevents further cooling 
which usually occurs, in some 
cases causing death. 

Hayward is in Australia on 
a sabbatical but Collis and 
Eckerson went to Port An¬ 
geles Tuesday to demonstrate 
the technique to the Coast 
Guard. U.S. national parks 
l>ersonnel and others. 

Eckerson said before he left 
Victoria that the technique is 
used in some regions in moun¬ 
tain rescue. Water can be 
heated on a mountainside to 
produce steam to be inhaled 


by a climber vvlw is suffering 
from hypothermia! i subnor¬ 
mal body temperature.) 

There are several ways of 
doing it. A small home vapor¬ 
izer may be carried. Heat, 
may be supplied by using 
whatever heat-producer the 
climbers carry.

Eckerson said small cylin¬ 
ders of oxygen can be carried 
by climbers. Some rescue he¬ 
licopters cany larger cylin¬ 
ders.

Collis said that the “demon¬ 
stration showed what vve 
w-anted it to." 

He and Eckerson entered 
the strait from a U.S. Coast 
Guard cutter and stayed in 
the water until their tempera¬ 
ture dropjied about four de¬ 
grees Fahrenheit. 

“Eckerson’s temperature 
dropped to elose to 95 F in 
about 45 minutes and I wasn’t 
far behind,” Collis said. 

They were picked up by a 
coast guard helicopter and the 
revvarming process began. 

’ In the 10 minutes it took to 
transfer the men to the heli¬ 


copter. Eckerson’s tempera¬ 
ture dropped from 95 to 93 
and Collis’ from 96 to 91’-j. 
This is the after-drop which 
can occur and which can 
cause death if the person has 
been cooled too much. 

Eckerson was given the in¬ 
halation rewarming treatment 
mul Collis was not. Eckerson 
was rewarmed more quickly. 
Water was heated in a small 
receptacle and oxygen was 
bubbled into it. Eckerson in¬ 
haled the mixture of oxygen 
and steam through a mask. 

"We were, rewarmed in 
about an hour," Collis said. 
“Eckerson had a greater tem¬ 


perature drop and rewarmed 
faster, by about 10 minutes. It 
was a worthwhile day." 

Ensign Rick Glover, U.S. 
Coast Guard project officer 
from Washington. D.C., who 
observed the demonstration, 
called it “one of the most ef¬ 
ficient recovery devices we’ve 
seen.” 

He said there was a "high 
possibility” that it will be 
adopted by the coast guard. 
“We’d like to develop a self- 
contained portable apparatus 
for the revvarming." 

Dr. Alan Steinman, public 
health officer with the U.S. 
Coast Guard at Port Anfceles. 
said he was "quite pleased.” 


He has worked with the Vic¬ 
toria team before. “From pre¬ 
vious experiments,” he said, 
"w'e have shown that the' ox¬ 
ygen stops the after-drop.” 

He said the method of 
warming the body exterior 
can be dangerous if a person 
is very deeply hypothermic. 
In such cases the body exteri¬ 
or can be as cold as the 
water. Then, when the exteri¬ 
or is warmed, the blood ves¬ 
sels dilate, warm blood flow s 
from the core, is cooled by 
the cold body and returns cold 
to the heart. 

“This can kill a person,” hr 
said. “It is safer to warm the 
body from the inside out.”
